Greyhound Wins Hike 


In Commuter Fares 


I-J Special Report 
SAN FRANCISCO - An 8.75 
per cent increase in Greyhound 
commute fares between San 
Francisco and Marin and South­ 
ern Sonoma was approved yes­ 
terday by the state Public Utili­ 
ties Commission. 
The boost is effective Dec. 3. 
It is the fourth rate increase in 
three years. 
The commission said the hike, 
which also applies to Grey­ 
hound's statewide service, was 
granted, to meet higher labor 
costs and increased business 
and p r o p e r t y taxes levied 
against the line in San Francis­ 
co. 
The increases apply to one­ 
way, r ou n d - t r i p and 20-ride 
commutation fares. In addition, 
th e commission authorized 
Greyhound to change several 
Marin and Southern Sonoma 
fare zone boundaries to elimi­ 
nate inequities and confusion in 
rates. 
Greyhound gave these exam­ 
ples of new fares: San Rafael 
riders, now paying 90 cents for 
a one-way ticket and $12.50 for a

Bay Saving Idea Proposed 


In $12 Billion Water Plan 
SACRAMENTO (AP) - A 
dramatic new California water 
development plan, costing $11 
billion or $12 billion, was pro­ 
posed by Frank M. Stead today 
in order to avert “massive eco­ 
logical damage to the state.” 
Stead is former chief of en­ 
vironmental sanitation for the 
state and now is an environ­ 
mental consultant. He devel­ 
oped the plan under the spon­ 
sorship of California Tomor­ 
row, a conservation organiza­ 


tion based in San Francisco. 
Stead said the new plan, 
scrapping present efforts to fun­ 
nel excess water through the 
Central Valley to Southern Cali- 
forma, would help preserve four 
ecologically vulnerable areas of 
California: 
The scenic North Coast, 
respite of 40 per cent of the 
state's available waters.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Senate gave final congressional 
approval today to President 
Richard M. Nixon’s draft lottery 
bill. 
The measure was rushed to 
the floor and passed by voice 
vote after a perfunctory debate. 
It had already been passed by 
the House and now will go to 
Nixon for his signature. 
The measure will pave the 
way for selection of 19-year-olds 
first, exposing each eligible 
man to the draft for only one 
year. At present, a man can be 
exposed to the draft for as long 
as six years. 
The bill itself changes only 
one line of the Select We Service 
Act — repealing a provision that 
prevented the President from 
choosing draftees by lot. 
Chairman John C. Stennis, D- 
Miss., of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee promised 
senators seeking broader draft 
reforms that his committee 
would begin hearings next year 
on more comprehensive propo­ 
sals.

Hub Business License 
Due Still More Study 


San Anselmo’s aging business 
license revision tripped and fell 
on the threshhold of adoption 
last night. 
Confronted with a lengthy pe­ 
tition and a solid bloc of service 
Station owners, city councilmen 
delayed last night’s scheduled 
adoption of the new fee scale

The license o r d i n a n c e - 
which ^ has been nearly two 
years in the making and been 
the subject of almost countless 
public hearings — would base 
business license fees on gross 
Teceipts instead .of a flat rate. 
The council has been struggling 
Jo adopt the change in time to 
cnake the new fee schedule 
Effective Jan. 1. 
• The council last night was 
presented with a petition bear­ 
ing 83 signatures of city busi­ 
nessmen asking that the new fee 
Schedule not be adopted as now 
proposed. 
• In addition, several service 
station owners who feel theirs is 
a special problem, vocally pro­ 
tested, the proposed change. 
I Several owners said they felt 
that the license scale ought to 
be changed and that they didn’t 
mind some kind of an increase 
in their fees, but said that they 
gross receipts method penalized 
their business which they said 
has high volume but low profit, 
Councilman Kenneth L. An­ 
derson, who along with James 
•F- Heed stoutly supports the 
new fee scale, stated that prop­ 
erty taxes for home owners 
have risen 91 per cent in the 
last 10 years while the license 
fee has gone up only 1.4 per 
cent in the same period.

Under the current' proposal, 
most business license fees in 
San Anselmo would just about 
double. 
Councilmen Woodrow V. Cap- 
urro and Robert M. Scott have 
both stoutly opposed the pro­ 
posed plan, largely drawn up by 
Anderson. That left Duane C. 
Ragan as the swing vote on the 
matter. 
“I’m just not prepared to pass 
this ordinance the way it is 
right now,” Ragan said, “I’m 
willing to give it further re­ 
search.” 
Somewhat upset, Reed noted 
that study on the matter had 
been going on for two years. 
“If anyone has any better 
ideas, then I would think they 
would have brought them up be­ 
fore this,” he said. “I’ll move 
then that we hold this over a 
week and let you (Ragan) come 
up with something then,” 
His motion, supported by An­ 
derson, failed when Capurro 
ánd Scott opposed it and Ragan 
abstained. 
“This is something the whole 
council should work on” Ragan 
said. The council then voted 
unanimously to hold a work ses­ 
sion Dec. 2.

SPACECENTER, Hous t on 
(AP) — There was, in the lan­ 
guage of fliers and astronauts, 
“no joy” on television from the 
moon today. 
It started fine when Charles 
Conrad Jr. opened a lower com­ 
partment on the lunar lander 
and exposed the camera. It 
showed first Conrad, then Al L. 
Bean, climbing down the ladder. 
But when Bean 'moved the j 
camera away from the space­ 
craft, the picture suddenly went 
sour. At the top there was a jag­ 
ged white area. The bottom 
three quarters was solid black. 
“All the connections l o o k 
good,” said Bean. 
“Take a good close look at the 
lens and make sure it’s in the 
right configuration,” the ground 
suggested. But it didn’t help. 
M i 3 s i o n Control suggested, 
that a color wheel inside might 
be stuck. 
*‘When I hold the end of the 
camera I can feel the wheels 
running,” Bean said. He tried 
changing the setting, but still no 
joy. 
Suddenly there were streaks. 
“Okay, it’s coming in now,” 
said Mission Control. 
“I hit it on the top with my 
hammer,” Be,an. said. “I figured 
we didn’t have anything to lose. 
That’s skilled craftsmanship.” 


The ground suggested: “Give 
it one more light rap and also 
cut down on the F stop.” On a 
camera, the larger the “F stop,” 
the smaller the amount of light 
admitted by the lens. 
“Okay, we did,” said Conrad. 
“Did it zoom' down for you?” 
“No joy,” said the ground. 
“Okay, I’m going to pound it 
a bit,” Conrad said. 
Streaks, but still no picture. 
Mission Control promised to 
get experts on the ground work­ 
ing to solve the problem and the 


astronauts — by then far behind i 
on their limited time schedule ( 
— went about their scientific 
tasks. 
The camera is the same one ) 
that was carried in the com­ 
mand module on the Apollo 10 
in May. Its outside was coated 
with a special material to with­ 
stand temperature extremes on 
the moon and its inside was 
beefed up. 
But today, on the first of Apol­ 
lo 12 s two planned moonwalks, 
there was no joy.

RENO, Nev. (AP) — A color 
movie made by the curator of 
the University of Nevada plane­ 
tarium shows a bolt of lightning 
climbing up the gassy exhaust 
of the Apollo 12 moon rocket at 
41.04 seconds after liftoff last 
Friday, the curator says. 
Shortly after the Cape Kenne­ 
dy observers reported seeing a 
flash and astronaut C h a r l e s 
Conrad Jr. said the command 
ship may have been hit by light­ 
ning.

Norton, working with a Japa­ 
nese camera company and with 
NASA permission, filmed the lift, 
off with a wide angle fish-eye 
lens on a 35-mm camera. 
The film was processed by a 
Los Angeles laboratory and an 
enlargement of the lightning 
frame was sent to NASA.

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Researching Sea Mining 


By ANNE BARDWELL 


TEST RESULTS — An engineer examines soil which has been 
tested, for moisture content at the Marine Mineral Technology

Beaches covered, with, oil resi­ 
due and tar. 
Millions of dead, bloated fish 
floating on the ocean’s surface 
and washing up on shore. 
Entire populations of shellfish 
suddenly extinct. 
Thousands of square miles of 
ocean turned into a giant, gro­ 
tesque Lake Erie, biologically 
dying. 


All this and much more 
could be the result of rampant 
pollution if the mining and 
harvesting of the sea runs un­ 
checked. 


A far-fetched theory? Proba­ 
bly, according to John W. Pa­ 
rian, research manager of the 
Marine M i n e r a l Technology 
Laboratory honed at the Tib­ 
urón 'Oceanographic Center. 
But it Is far fetched only be­ 
cause of the research now being 
conducted at the laboratory to 
prevent the ocean’s floor from 
being turned into another Appa­ 
lachia. 
Padan and his associates now 
have underway eight projects 
which, they hope, will provide 
information for private industry 
on how best to utilize the 
ocean’s resources and help the 
federal government form legis­ 
lation to protect the public’s in­ 
terest while allowing the sea to 
be mined and harvested. 


In particular, the Marine 
Mineral Technology Laborato­ 
ry, under the Federal Bureau 
of Mines, is working on how 
best to mine the ocean’s floor 
for solid, mineral. Other labo­ 
ratories 'under other bureaus 
are exploring the mining of 
oil, gas and sulpher, of food 
and of dissolved minerals in 
the seawater itself. 


MINING GOLO — Metallurgist Howard Hegmbotham experi­ 
ments with methods of mining gold from sand recovered from 
the sea floor. Heginbotham’s heavy metals experiment is one 
of several now under way at the Tiburón laboratory. 


One of the projects under Pa- 
dan’s direction is developing 
predictions on what will happen 
offshore when serious mining of 
the nriDta square mile conti­ 
nental shell begins. 
Taking existing knowledge of 
oceanography and marine ecolo­ 
gy as well as date from land 
mining, he and his staff are de­ 


veloping a set of predictions 
about underwater mining. 
For example, when mining oc­ 
curs and once the minerals are 
removed and the residue re­ 
turned to the ocean floor, what 
will be the effect of sediment 
suspension in the water on ma­ 
rine life? What will be the toler­ 
ance levels of marine life to this 
kind of 'pollution? 
“If we find this particular 
mining technique will be detri­ 
mental to sea life, we probably 
would require mining compa­ 
nies to pipe the reside back to 
the ocean floor where it would 
be deposited gently rather than 
just dumping it back at the 
ocean’s surface,” Padan ex­ 
plains. 


In order to develop these 
predictions, he also is study­ 
ing past experience in under­ 
water construction — laying 
of cables, pipes — to see what 
effect this has had on ecology. 


Padan said it will be two 
years before he will be able to 
formulate operational criteria! 
for legislation and i n d u s t r y. 
Such c r i t e r i a would include 
premining survey requirements, 
design criteria, equipment and 
techniques, mining timing and 
patterns and reclamation tech­ 
niques. 
The laboratory also is study­ 
ing how best to lift mined mate­ 
rials from the ocean’s floor, 
what happens when the sea 
floor is penetrated by drilling, 
how to evaulate the minerals as 
to grade and. amount to be re­ 
covered while they are still un­ 
der the sea and the effect of 
drilling motion on equipment 
over a long period. 
Four other research projects 
deal with how to get a three- 
dimensional picture of what’s 
under the ocean’s floor, utilizing 
existing geophysical and drilling 
data. 


Without adequate thought, 
there is no doubt the ocean 
could he polluted, stripped 
bare, become unusable,” Pa­ 
dan said.

hours. An additional 30 minutes 
roasting time is recommended 
if dry meat is preferred. 
The Poultry and Egg National 
Board suggests times T% to 2 
hours longer than the California 
growers recommend. Individual 
packers also suggest different 
times and print them, on the 
wrappings in which the turkeys 
are sold.

Approach Crime Reduction 
By Teaching Law To Children 


3y MAYBELLE SPECKMANN 


Is it possible to change atti­ 
tudes of a large percentage of 
today’s youth toward law and 
law enforcement that range 
from suspicion and disrespect 
to outright hostility? If so, how 
can it be done? 
Mrs, 
Lyman 
Emerson of 
Mill Valley believes a promis­ 
ing approach lies in a new pro­ 
gram in public schools of 
“t e a c h i n g law to reduce 
crime, 
starting with kinder* 
garten and continuing through 
high school. 
A pilot course in this pro­ 
gram based on the work of 
Judge Roy W. Seagraves of 
the municipal court in Red­ 
wood City, San Mateo County, 
is now being taught in the sev­ 
enth and eighth grades in Red­ 
wood City schools as part of 
the social studies course. 
So convinced is Mrs. Emer­ 
son of 'the value of this plan 
that she has made a personal 
project of raising funds to help 
the program. 
“I had intended becoming a 
lawyer ever since I received 
my B.A. degree in political 
science from, the University of 
Southern California, and I did 
take some law courses,” she 
says, “but I got side-tracked 
by marriage and a family.” 


LAST JUNE E l i z a b e t h 
Emerson achieved her ambi­ 


tion when she received a doc­ 
tor of jurisprudence degree 
from Golden Gate College in 
San Francisco, and she took 
the California bar examination 
last August. While' awaiting 
the results she decided to vol­ 
unteer her services in support 
of this new idea of teaching 
law to reduce crime. 
“When I read in a newspa­ 
per about Judge Seagraves’ 
program,” she says, “ I went 
to see him in his chambers at 
Redwood City because I have 
long been interested in getting * 
involved in arousing every­ 
body, but youth particularly, 
about their rights, privileges 
and responsibilities under the 
law. 
“Many times young people 
are not aware of their rights. 
They get involved in a felony 
when they think it is just a ju­ 
venile prank, not realizing the 
drastic effects of a conviction. 
“ I don’t think they under­ 
stand the reason for law'. We 
have not been able to convey 
to the young people that law 
and law enforcement are in 
their own interests as individu­ 
als. 
' 
“ But first they must know 
what the laws are. Nor is it 
just the young peoplé who are 
ignorant. Many people don’t 
even understand family laws, 
such as those that affect sup­ 
port of children or children’s 
support of elderly parents.

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Four Stolen Bicycles 
Are Returned To Own ers 


Mann Bicycle Identification 
reports that four stolen bicycles 
have been found recently and 
returned to their owners. Two 
were turned in to Corte Madera 
Police Department, one at the 
Larkspur P o l i c e Department 
and the fourth bicycle was 
turned in to Mary Silvera School 
in Marinwood. 
The Marin Bike ID program 
is a project sponsored by Peter 
Pan Chapter, Children's Home 
S o c i e t y . Peter Pan Chapter 
started registering bicycles in 
April, 1968', in Marinwood and 
has registered over 1.500 since 


then. 
Lt. Harvey Teague of the Ma­ 
rin County Sheriff’s Juvenile 
Bureau says that “since the Ma­ 
rin Bike ID Program went into 
operation, we have had 25 per 
cent greater success in return­ 
ing stolen bicycles to their right­ 
ful owners.” 
Mrs. James Newley of San 
Rafael is program chairman for 
the Bike ID Program this year. 
Peter Pan maintains a cur­ 
rent file and a 24 hour answer­ 
ing service to all Marin police 
departments to assist in locat­ 
ing lost or found bicycles. 


“IF P E O P L E BECOME 
aware of the specifics of law 
that affect their daily lives it 
seems to me that tliey are 
going to have more respect for 
the law, more support for the 
law, and there will be less law 
breaking.” 
Mrs. Emerson pointed out 
that in no course in school to­ 
day — in history, civics or 
government — is law taught 
as it affects the individual 
child. 
“ I think a course properly 
taught could help to combat 
disrespect for cops by helping 
children to understand that the 
policeman is there to enforce 
rules that we have all agreed 
upon. 
“ Many delinquents react to 
situations without considering 
the results of their acts. For 
example, a criminal record, or 
conviction of a felony, which 
can be just stealing a candy 
bar, can mean barring a stu­ 
dent from admission to the 
college of his choice and pre­ 
vent his qualifying for a li­ 
cense in many professions and 
occupations. It also means loss 
of citizenship rights, such as 
voting or possessing firearms 
even for hunting.” 
Among other legal points 
they need to know about, she 
added, 
are their rights to 
make a binding contract, right 
to parental support, obliga­ 
tions to the family and the 
family to them, their liabilities 
in damages to persons or prop­ 
erty and their right to a public 
education. 
Mrs. Emerson described de­ 
tails of the program of teach­ 
ing law to reduce crime. 
“Judge Seagraves s i n g l e - 
handedly raised the $90,000' 
from businesses, foundations, 
labor groups and individuals 
which took care of developing 
materials. A year was spent 
on this by a research staff 
headed by Dr. H. B. McDaniel, 
professor emeritus of educa­ 
tion and psychology at Stan­ 
ford University. The f i r s t 
course was started in the sev­ 
enth and eighth grades of Red­ 
wood City schools this fall. 


“AFTER THE course has 
been taught two years, it will 
be evaluated. One of the out­ 
standing features of tills pro­ 
gram,” she says, “ is that the 
means are already devised for 
testing its effectiveness. They 
will be able to test changes in 
attitudes, knowledge and be* 
havior as a result of the pro­ 
gram and will be able to deter­ 
mine if results are really diie 
to it, to maturity, to the whole 
school program or learning ex­ 
periences beyond the control 
of the school. 
“ It is admitted that there 
are social causes of delinquen­ 
cy,” she stresses. “The pur-

DEAR HELEN: 
When I read the letter from 
the prisoner who wanted to find 
his little daughter and get to 
know her some day, I thought of 
my early and disastrous mar­ 
riage.

Soon he 
was in jail (again), and the 
baby and I went home to live 
with my parents. 1 was divorced 
six years ago, and am now hap­ 
pily re-married to a wonderful 
man.

Brewer This Time? 


OAKLAND — On the final day of this tiring, 
dreadfully inartistic hockey month, the Seals will once 
more have the delight of seeing a Detroit Red Wind 
named Carl Brewer. 
All things being equal, like for instance the sides 
of a triangle, the Greenies from Oakland will stand 
back and admire Mr. Brewer’s devilishly fascinating 
maneuvers on ice as if he were Barbara Ann Scott, 
Peggy Fleming and Dick Button, if not the Protopo* 
povs. 
Brewer sure is nifty on his 
blades. In the Oakland Arena on 
the last day of last month, Carl 
won both in figures, dance and 
compulsory d o d g i n g as the 
Greenies watched pleasurably 
from a distance of, say, six or 
eight feet. 
THAT NIGHT Brewer’s Wings 
took a 3-1 decision mainly be­ 
cause nobody hit Brewer. Not 
even softly. He set up two of the 
goals and may have willed the 
other one into the net from the 
bench. 
“They’ve got to hit him,” 
said Seal g e n e r a l manager 
Frank Selke in the first two 
minutes of the game when 
Brewer was playing his hop- 
scotchy defense and nobody was 
hitting him. 
‘‘Just once. Early and once,” 
'Selke pleaded. Not one Seal 
heard. 
“WHAT WILL happen if Mr. 
Brewer is hit early and once?” 
I inquired of Mr. Selke, who 
seemed eager to hit me, early 
and once, unless I stopped feed­ 
ing his frustrations. ‘‘Do tell me, 
sir, please.” 


And at the end of the first pe­ 
riod, by which Brewer was still 
unhit, he did. Brewer it seems, 
was one of the great defense- 
men in the National Hockey 
League when he dashed about 
for Toronto in the early 1960s. 
He was so fancy, it took a few 
years for foes to realize that his 
technique might have exceeded 
his prowess. 
ONE NIGHT IN Toronto, how­ 
ever, a M o n t r e a 1 Canadian 
thought it might be interesting 
to check Brewer — early, often 
and hard. So he did, and soon 
thereafter Mr. Brewer saw this 
fellow coming at him and began 
running away in what must 
have been the most amusing ice 
act since “The Rookies.” 
That evening Brewer didn’t 
stop until he reached the bench, 
with a lunge over the boards. 
Later, Carl retired and achieved 
some sort of amateur ranking — 
going so far as to coach a team 
in Finland, where there were no 
aggressive Montreal Canadiens. 
“Hit him once and he won’t 
bother you,” was Selke’s conclu­ 
sion, “He’ll back off of the puck 
and you can go right by him.” 
DID HIS CHARGES know of 
this legendary Brewer shyness? 
Yes, said Selke, e v e r y b o d y 
knows about it. But in the sec­ 
ond period, not to mention the 
third, nobody hit Brewer. Not 
once. 
That’s why I wish I were in 
Detroit on Nov. 30., when the 
Seals visit the Wings. I would 
ignore glimpsing the great De­ 
troit line of Howe, Mahovlich 
and Delvecchio. I would do 
nothing but watch the two- 
stepping, fox-trotting Carl Brew­ 
er. And Frank Selke. If there’s 
no hitting, a few Seals might 
soon be coaching in Finland.

' SAN FRANCISCO - Two Ma­ 
rin artists have shows this 
month, Roy Gover at the Vorpal 
Galleries, 1168 Battery Street 
and B e 11 y j o Norton at the 
Fourth Floor Gallery, 315 Sut­ 
ter. 
Gover’s show is great! It's a 
kind of organized chaos within a 
surreal, symbolic framework, 
that since last seen has lost 
much of its i n i t i a l Klee- 
Dali-Miro derivative look and. 
now reads at once like Gover. 
The Mill Valley artist has a 
“mad” mind and, when he 
elects to use it, a matching 
sense of humor. And his combi­ 
nations of materials from an­ 
tique to modem magazine clip­ 
pings, mirrors, cut out shapes, 
cloth and paint, support, his in­ 
vention, as in “Dangerous Jour­ 
ney” where a tiny photo of an 
incredible ancient engine roars 
along belching black smoke into 
an evil-looking watercolor sky 
colla ged with paper bolts of col­ 
or. 


Gover’s most developed single 
idea is the “Moment In Time 
Serie?,” in which r e c u r r e n t 
blacks, browns and olives are 
rent by lines of electric blue 
dots, orange circles and traces 
of red. 
He does so many things it is 
difficult to give any general de­ 
scription of what to expect. 
Earthier ideas in the form of 
female nudes fill Mrs. Norton's 
show. The mellow browns of her 
torn paper collages and the play 
of black against softer tones and 
crazed surfaces could be lovely 
all alone. It’s the nudes which 
diminish the effect. They are too 
real not to be accurate.

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TODAY'S EDITORIALS 
Bridge District Is Now 
The Action Agency 


The G o l d e n Gate Bridge District, 
which not so long ago was being casti­ 
gated as a “do-nothing” district, has 
turned into the action agency. 
The bridge district shows promise 
of being the agency that can and will 
solve the c o m m u t e traffic problem 
that has plagued M a r i n increasingly 
over the years and has been the sub­ 
ject of almost endless studies, of a be­ 
wildering variety of plans, and — up 
to now — of no solution. 


IN RESOLVING last week to make 
“full speed ahead” with buses and fer­ 
ries as an interim approach to the 
snarl, the b r i d g e board took action 
long awaited. 
San F r a n c i s c o members of the 
board, who had been “hung up on fer­ 
ries,” went along in an unanimous vote 
for a balanced system including both * 
buses and ferries, plus any other mode 
that might be found feasible. 
S t i l l more encouragingly, they 
agreed that whichever means — buses 
or ferries — is first ready to go, it 
should not wait on the other. This 
means that the bridge district probably 
will be in the bus business very soon, 
with ferries to follow as soon as ter­ 
minals can be found or built. (Using 
the old Sausalito terminal is a possibil­ 
ity.) 
William Moskovitz, president o f 
the bridge board, hailed the decision 
as “one of the most monumental ac­ 
tions the district has taken since the 
inception of the district and the deci­ 
sion to build the bridge.” 
We agree. 


ONE THING THAT MUST not be 
lost sight of, however, is that merely 
improving bus service up and down 
the Redwood Highway will not of itself 
prove much of a solution. The man 
who must drive his car to the highway, 
and perhaps have difficulty in finding 
a place to park it during the day, is 
likely to keep on driving all the way to 
San Francisco — curse the congestion 
though he will. 
Needed to make any system really 
workable is a network of feeder routes 
so that the commuter can board a bus 
near home which will transfer him to 
one headed for his work on the other 
side of the bridge. 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


We had h o p e d that the Marin 
County Transit District would concen­ 
trate on this aspect. The bridge dis­ 
trict can scarcely be expected to devel­ 
op local bus s y s t e m s , which should 
also serve those commuting between 
communities in Marin, going shopping, 
or attending school. 
Nothing has happened to indicate 
the county transit district is doing any­ 
thing on this. A proposal for trial serv­ 
ice to connect with Greyhound a few 
months ago was rejected by the dis­ 
trict manager. 


THE HOPE for an intra-county bus 
system l o w seems to rest on Marin 
Transit Systems of Marin City. Its rep­ 
resentatives have been talking of coor­ 
dinating a minibus feeder system with 
the bridge district’s buses. We earnest­ 
ly hope the effort succeeds. 
Meanwhile, f e r r y buffs need not 
fear that their favorite mode of trans­ 
portation will be slighted. In appoint­ 
ing Harlan Soeten of Mill Valley as 
chief of its ferry operation, the bridge 
district has made sure of that. Ferry 
buffs just don’t come better informed 
or more dedicated than Harlan Soeten.

New Law Scarcely On 
When Court Throws It 
Books 
Out

SACRAMENTO - (CNS) - 
The alarming frequency with 
which laws passed by the state 
legislature are ruled unconsti- 
* tutional is becoming a matter 
of concern to citizens and law­ 
makers. 
The 
legislature 
is 
barely 
over and already, the laws it 
passed a l l o w i n g cities and 
counties to adopt ordinances 
prohibiting nudity in bars have 
been declared unconstitutional 
by Los Angeles County Superi­ 
or Court. 
Judge Jerry Pacht handed 
down the decision, which in­ 


cluded a preliminary injunc­ 
tion prohibiting the Los Ange­ 
les County sheriff’s office from 
making arrests for nude per­ 
formances in 10 bars in that 
county. 
The bills were by Assembly­ 
man 
Floyd 
W a k e f i e l d , 
R-Southgate, 
and 
were 
the 
center of an extensive contro­ 
versy during the 1969 session 
of the legislature involving the 
matter of nudity in drinking 
establishments.

nity involved, that regulation 
of the degree of nudity allowed 
should be a matter of commu­ 
nity decision. 
The Pacht decision, whether 
it is upheld by the higher 
courts or not, is .important in 
that it again throws the ques­ 
tion of nudity in public bar­ 
rooms into indecision. 
The State Department of Al­ 
coholic B e v e r a g e Control, 
h e a d e d by a former FBI 
agent, Edward J. Kirby, has 
been attempting ever since the 
“t o p l e s s ” craze started to 
make nudity in bars illegal. 
But it has been unsuccessful in 
the courts. 
It was hoped that passage of 
new laws leaving the decisions 
as to nudity up to the local 
governments would settle, at 
least partially, the question of 
how far bar operators could go 
in diminishing the attire of 
their entertainers and wait­ 
resses. 
Apparently the Pacht deci­ 
sion has cancelled out this 
hope. 
Even worse is the fact that 
the decision puts democratic 
government in jeopardy by de­ 
nying communities the right to 
rule as to just how nude wom­ 
en can disport themselves in 
public view. 
While r e s i d e n t s of some 
communities might 
be 
out­ 
raged by the displays of nudity 
the liquor establishments are 
sponsoring these days, the res­ 
idents of other communities 
m ight' treat the custom as 
commonplace and think noth­ 
ing of it. 
Thus, there would appear to 
be no reason why local govern­ 
ment should not reflect the 
thinking of the community in 
this particular question. That 
was the intent of the legisla­ 
ture. 


The antics of Bay Area 
ticians with regard to solving 
the problems of mass trans­ 
portation are both ludicrous 
and pathetic. 
.After spending vast amounts 
of money on the BART system 
the result will be a system 
very similar to the old Key 
System trains with an exten­ 
sion up Market Street. 
The ferries proposed by the 
Golden Gate Bridge directors 
may provide a very pleasant 
tourist attraction but that is 
all. They certainly will not 
take an appreciable number of 
cars off the bridge, if any. 
The only way to move peo­ 
ple from private automobiles 
to public transportation is to 
provide fast, efficient, low cost 
transportation from any point 
in the entire Bay Area to any 
other point for one low fare, 
making it not only relatively 
as convenient but much cheap­ 
er. 
The sooner the authorities 
face up to the fact that people 
will not pay two or three fares 
In each direction, the sooner 
we will solve the problem. . . 
To insure use of these facili­ 
ties they probably should be 
subsidized w i t h government 
funds to the point where it 
would be sheer folly to drive 
an automobile. There also is 
no reason why certain streets 
in San Francisco and Oakland 
should not be designated “bus­ 
es only” to insure rapid unin­ 
terrupted schedules.

WASHINGTON — Vice Pres­ 
ident Spiro Agnew’s substan­ 
tially valid criticism of the 
bias d n e t w o r k television 
news overlooked one very sig­ 
nificant fact. 
In support of Agnew, the 
weight of evidence is that too 
much network news and analy­ 
sis lacks fairness — from the 
distorted picture of the Chica­ 
go Democratic convention to 
the quickie attacks dn Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s Vietnam speech. 
But in charging that public 
opinion is being “molded” by 
“selective and biased televi­ 
sion news,” the vice president 
either misstated or greatly un­ 
derstated a reassuring fact. 


HE CITED what he felt to 
be the networks' prejudiced 
commentaries 
o n 
President 
Nixon’s peace plan address on 
Nov. 3 and mentioned that one 
major network, to make sure 
that its analysis would be con­ 
siderably critical, arranged in 
advance to have a prominent 
critic, A ver ell H a r r i m a n, 
ready for immediate rebuttal. 
Ijt provided no comparable an­ 
alyst on the other side. 
But it didn’t work. That’s 
the fact we need for perspec­ 
tive. We do not minimize the 
need for better TV news pres­ 
entation and for better balance 
in commentary. The networks 
are already feeling the hot 
breath of public dissatisfaction 
which Agnew usefully stimu­ 
lated. 
But there is no evidence, in 
the foremost illustration 
of 
b i a s commentary the vice 
president offered, that it suc­ 
ceeded in , “molding” public 
opinion. 
Just the opposite. 


IN THE WAKE of Mr. Nix­ 
on’s Vietnam speech and the 
considerably 
one-sided 
com­ 
mentary, a vast majority of 
the listeners made up their 
own minds. The Gallup Poll 
shows the P r e s i d e n t over­ 
whelmingly over his television 
critics — 77 per cent for the 
President’s V i e t n a m peace 
policies, 6 per cent against and 


17 per cent undecided. 
This result is not an exoner­ 
ation of network news and 
comments. It is a tribute to 
the iodependent-mindedness of 
most Americáns. 
This doesn’t mean there is 
no problem of news distortion 
on television. Such distortion 
does occur too often tp be dis­ 
missed as a minor affliction 
simply because most listeners 
succeed much of the time in 
resisting it. 


BECAUSE THERE is such 
vast power in the hands of a 
few TV producers and news­ 
casters who nightly have some 
40 million viewers, it is not too 
much to ask that they ponder 
anew the care and balance 
with which they use this pre­ 
cious forum whose airwaves 
belong to all the people, not 
just to an industry.! 
The weakness and irrelev­ 
ance of the replies which the 
network presidents made to 
Agnew’s criticism suggest a 
pretty guilty conscience. They 
attacked 
Ágnew more 
than 
they attacked what he said. 
They accused Agnew of pro­ 
posing censorship — which he 
didn’t — and then showed how 
bad it would be: to do what Ag­ 
new wasn’t advocating. 
Not very persuasive. 


WE INCLINE to feel that 
* television’s greatest disservice 
is its tendency to impose upon 
the American people a distort­ 
ed picture of America — that 
w h e r e v e r you look, nearly 
everything is going wrong, vir­ 
tually nothing is going right. 
Agnew is not making an. ap­ 
peal and we are certainly not 
making an appeal for a Pol­ 
ly anna to take over television. 
Few people want or would ac­ 
cept counter-distortion in the 
other direction. And we must 
not break the mirror of a free 
press — printed or visual — 
because the image it too often 
reflects is out of focus. 
Our view is that television 
news and documentaries do so 
much so well that it is fair to 
expect them to do better.

Holton, a ruggedly attractive 
native of Big Stone Gap, Va., 
was elected to be the Old Do­ 
minion’s first Republican gov­ 
ernor in a century on Nov. 4. 
The President campaigned for 
Holton and is credited with a 
major assist in Holton’s vic­ 
tory over Democrat William 
Battle. 
It is duly noted in GOP cir­ 
cles here that a Virginia gov­ 
ernor might make an impor­ 
tant contribution to a national 
Republican ticket campaigning 
with a s o u t h e r n strategy. 
There is also a strong feeling 
that Holton’s long-range politi­ 
cal ambitions do not dead-end 
in Richmond’s executive man­ 
sion. 


HOLTON’S SURPRISE vic­ 
tory won him a four year resi­ 
dence there, but he cannot 
succeed himself as governor. 
Moreover, he will serve with a 
Democratic lieutenant gover­ 
nor and attorney general, and 
jockey with a preponderantly 
Democratic state legislature. 
Under those circumstances 
it is not surprising that some 
of the GOP faithful, without 
any word from the governor- 
elect, think Holton might be 
glad to help his friend Dick 
Nixor if he is asked to do so 
when 
the 
Republicans 
hold 
their convention in 1972 — or 
to consider the job in 1976. 
Incidentally, it is also not 
surprising (and no real criti­ 
cism of Vice President Agnew) 
that this sort of vice presiden­ 
tial day-dreaming. is now un­ 
derway. 
Many experts here 
think Agnew's tough talk is a 
Republican 
plus 
— 
except 
perhaps, 
in. what the 
Vice 
President might call the “ef­ 
fete” eastern seaboard mega­ 
lopolis. 


WHILE HOLTON would be 
an .attractive addition 
to a 
Southern strategy, it is clear 
that his own election was not- 
based on the sort of rationale 
which is said to underlie the 
President’s 1972 c a m p a i g n 
planning. 
To be sure, Holton profited 


cratic right. He got the votes 
of many Democrats who were 
once supporters of the late 
Sen. Harry F. Byrd Sr., be­ 
cause Battle was a protege 
of John F. K e n n e d y and 
thought to be a liberal Demo­ 
crat from the Kennedy mold. 
However, Holton alto made 
inroads on Virginia’s Demo­ 
cratic left. He was endorsed 
by the state AFL-CIO organi­ 
zation and by the Virginia Cru­ 
sade 
for 
V o t e r s , 
a 
Richmond-based Negro group, 
and those endorse merits ap­ 
parently paid off at the polls. 


IT HAS SCARCELY been 
mentioned outside the state, 
but Holton's big Republican 
victory here was a victory for 
old-style, door-to-door politics 
— with a few modern touches. 
H o l t o n strategists worked 
from central headquarters to 
a s s i g n precincl-bv-precinct 
q u o t a s for necessary GOP 
votes. Across the state, Holton 
workers identified prospective 
Holton voters to fill their quo­ 
tas. snd then got those voters 
to the polls.

How Court Saved Job 


For Dismissed Teacher 


By BRYCE W. ANDERSON 


A probationary teacher, dis­ 
missed for cause by Fremont 
Unified School District in 1967, 
has permanent tenure in that 
district as of now. 
Behind this circumstance is 
a story that may be of interest 
to those who sometimes won­ 
der -why school districts so sel- 
' 
dom dismiss teachers. 


ON MARCH 10, 1967, Supt. 
William J. Bolt of the Fremont 
Unified district notified James 
C. 
Ward, a “probationary” 
teacher in his third year in the 
d i s t r i c t , that his services 
would not be required for the 
next school year. This was five 
‘ 
days before the deadline set 
by the California Education 
Code for notifying a teacher of 
intention not to re-hire him. 
W’ard demanded a hearing, 
to which he was entitled under 
Section 13443 of the Education 
Code, the “i n s t a n t tenure 
law.” 
A hearing was held before a 
hearing officer on April 14. 
The c h a r g e s against Ward 
were; (1) failure to maintain 
proper classroom discipline; 
(2) lack of emotional stability; 
(3) failure to follow reasonable 
rules and regulations of the 
district board; (4) failure to 
follow suggestions and direc­ 
tions of superiors. 
The hearing officer reported 
to the board that he felt the 
charges had not been proved. 
However, the law does not re­ 
quire 'the board to follow the 
hearing officer’s recommenda­ 
tion. 
A teacher automatically is 
re-hired if not dismissed on or 
before May 15. On that date, 
the board heard additional evi­ 
dence and notified Ward he 
would not be re-hired. 


WARD, JOINED by the Fre­ 
mont Federation of Teachers, 
AFL-CIO, of which he was a 
member, 
sued 
in 
Alameda 
County Superior Court for a 
'writ of mandate, claiming his 
rights were denied because he 
was not given the opportunity 
to cross-examine witnesses at 
the May 15 board meeting. On 
July 12, the court granted the 
writ. 
At its next meeting. July 26, 
the board rescinded the May 
15 action which the court had 
found illegal, then voted to dis­ 
regard the hearing officer’s 
recommendation. It called for 
written argument why Ward 
should not be dismissed to be 
presented by Aug. 9. None was 
presented. 
On Aug. 9, the board dis­ 


missed Ward on the basts of 
the transcript of the April 14 
hearing. 


ON AUG. 22, Ward and the 
union, again, filed for a. writ of 
mandate. They c l a i m e d , 
among other things, that since 
the board had set aside its 
May 15 action, it had failed to 
act by the deadline and Ward 
had 
been automatically re­ 
hired (thus gaining permanent 
tenure). 
Judge Robert H. Kroninger 
of Alameda County Superior 
Court heard the case. He up­ 
held the dismissal, finding that 
the charges against. Ward had 
been proved and were support­ 
ed by substantial evidence, that 
WTard had been granted a fair 
trial, and that the board had 
proceeded in accordance with 
the law. 
Ward and the 
union ap­ 
pealed to the First District 
Court of Appeal. 


THE COURTS move slowly. 
Over two years had gone by 
and the 1969-70 school year 
was well under way when the 
First District Court of Appeal 
handed down its decision, writ­ 
ten by Judge Wakefield Taylor 
and concurred in by Judges 
Daniel R. S h o e m a k e r and 
James R. Agee. 
It reversed the trial judge 
and ordered that WTard be 
reinstated. This makes him a 
tenured teacher. 
The reason given for the re­ 
versal was that Ward had not 
been given a valid notice of 
dismissal by the May 15, 1967, 
deadline. 
“As the judgment must be 
reversed for the board’s fail­ 
ure to give notice by May 15 
as required by the statutes, It 
is not necessary to discuss the 
remaining contentions on ap­ 
peal,” said the decision. 
The appeal court did not 
c o n s i d e r whether the case 
against Ward had been proved, 
as the trial, judge held it had. 
Ward had been notifed on May 
15 — the deadline date. But be­ 
cause that notice had been in­ 
validated by a court writ of 
mandate, the school board was 
precluded f r o m dismissing 
him.

Dangers Of Diebetic Marriage 


Still Not Entirely Undersood 


There is some concern that teen-agers 
meeting in d i a b e t i c camps may boost 
double-diabetic marriages. (The same can be 
said of meeting places for people with other 
hereditary diseases.) 
But, as the late Dr. Elliot P. Joslin said, 
“There are many individuals one meets on 
the street who are far less desirable to 
choose for fathers and mothers than diabet­ 
ics.” 
A predisposition to diabetes is passed from 
one generation to the next, but the exact mo­ 
dus operand! is not known. 


GENETICISTS BELIEVE dia­ 
betes is due to a recessive trait 
but we are not sure whether one 
or several genes are involved. 
In addition, are the genetic fac­ 
tors that produce juvenile diabe­ 
tes different from those that 
cause the late (adult) variety? 
For years, physicians have 
advised the person with diabe­ 
tes not to marry a diabetic but, 
if he should, not to have chil­ 
dren. The inference was clear: 
All offspring would develop dia­ 
betes. But the medicos neglect­ 
ed to mention that all would de­ 
velop diabetes — if they lived 
long enough. There is no doubt 
that some of the offspring of di­ 
abetic marriages will develop 
the disease at an earlier age, 
when it is most serious.

“runs in the family.” They may 
d e v e l o p the disease in two 
weeks, 30 years, or never. 
It has been estimated that 50 
million Americans are carriers 
and could transmit diabetes to 
their offsprings even though 
they, themselves, may never de­ 
velop diabetes.

Another member of the Bay

welcome from Jacqueline Ken- 
nedy On a s s i a. whom Mrs. 
4amm described as a world 
fashion leader. 
“I doubt that she would be in­ 
terested,” Mrs. 
Hamm said, 
however. “She buys six or seven 
or eight fur coats a season.’* 
Mrs. Stevenson commented: “It 
cannot be said there is more 
warmth in a cheetah coat than 
in a wool one. And, is it that 
much more enticing to look at?” 
The boycott, sponsored by the 
Friends of the Earth conserva­ 
tion group, has secured written 
pledges of 35 women, including 
the wives of author Bamaby 
Conrad and William M. Roth, 
former U.5. trade negotiator. 
Mrs. S t e v e n s o n and Mrs. 
Hamm, wife of a prominent 
businessman, said many of the 
world’s fur-bearing animals are 
being wiped out due to a world­ 
wide demand for their skins. 
Signers of the boycott pledge 
have agreed not to purchase the 
skin, pelts or feathers of ani­ 
mals or birds endangered by ex­ 
tinction, p a r t i c u l a r l y by 
poachers in African game re­ 
serves motivated by attractive 
prices on the high-fashion mar­ 
ket. 
“I for one,” Mrs. Stevenson 
said, “want my children to see 
these anWnals in their natural 
habitat, not only on peoples* 
walls, floors and backs.”

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Simple Heart Attack 
Warning Test Nearing 
LONDON (UPI)-One of Brit- 
ains’s leading nutritionists be­ 
lieves he may have discovered 
a simple warning test for 
susceptibility to heart attack 
that will 
give 
prospective 
victims plenty of time to take 
evasive action. 
Prof. John Yudkin of Queen 
Elizabeth College, the Universi­ 
ty . of 
London, 
has 
long 
contended that the fatty sub­ 
stance 
cholesterol 
is 
less 
implicated in heart and arterial 
disease than refined sugar. 
“We don’t say it’s only 
sugar,” Dr. Yudkin said in an 
interview. “But of all the things 
concerned everything points to 
sugar. 
“Animal fat has been a 
constituent of our diet over 
millions of years. If this gave 
us coronary thrombosis, if we 
were dropping off at 40 because 
we were eating the way Nature 
intended us to, we would have 
been killed off before now. 
“But we’ve only recently 
begun to eat sugar and it’s 15- 
20 per cent of the diet in well- 
off countries.” 
Both the cholesterol school 
and the followers of Dr. Yudkin 
agree that an important factor 
in coronary-artery complica­ 


tions 
arising 
from 
either 
substance would be the way 
modern living has changed our 
lives —- more sedentary; ci­ 
garette-addicted and under the 
social and economic pressures 
lumped as “the rat race.” 
“It looks as if some people 
are susceptible to eating sugar 
and some are not,” Dr. Yudkin 
said. “The susceptible ones 
show a rise in insulin after 
eating sugar. For the past few 
years s e v e r a l independent 
workers have shown that this 
rise in insulin might be the 
most important thing that 
happens in coronary throm­ 
bosis. 
“What we are suggesting 
therefore is that about one in 
three or four men is 
susceptible to the things that 
could cause coronaries—over­ 
weight, smoking and sugar 
among them. We may be able 
to discover this susceptibility at 
about the age of 20 by making 
young men eat a lot of sugar. If 
their insulin level goes up we 
can warn them not to smoke, to 
put on weight, to exercise and 
to stay away from sugar. 
, “This is the first time we 
could have a test for coronary 
susceptibility, a predictive test.”

Shneidman, form er chief of 
the Center for Studies of Suicide 
Prevention at the National Insti­ 
tute of Mental Health, said it j 
was a misconception that people' 
prevented from killing them -1 
selves at the bridge will do so 
somewhere else. 
At least one-third of suicides 
follow a one-time impulse, he 


said. “ No one claims that prot­ 
ective hardware will save all 
lives, but what is hoped for is 
that it will save at least one 
life,” he said. 
To prove his point, Shneidman j 
suggested the barrier could be | 
periodically removed and re­ 
installed for a three-year study i 
to show whether suicide-prone | 
persons simply go elsewhere to 
kill themselves while the barrier 
is up. 
Shneidman’s suggestion was 
not new. Similar suggestions in 
past vears have run into several 
problems, including engineer's | 
objections that a barrier would 
dangerously increase wind re­ 
sistance on the bridge.

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Once Turned Off, But Now Tuned In 


By ALAN JONES 


In the former waiting room a 
dusty, moribund tropical plant 
droops while students watch a 
poetry reading on film. 


In what used to be an in­ 
ternist's office, a radio tuned 
to a rock station blares away 
while one young man reads 
sprawled on the floor beside 
his dog and another works 
painstakingly on an involved 
chart on the wall. 


A fish tank filled with guppies 
and crayfish bubbles in another 
room, with a hand-lettered sign 
warning that overfeeding will | 
pollute the water. 


It’s a different kind of high 
school, first titled the Opportun­ 
ity School. It isn't so much a 
second chance as a different 
kind of chance for the 52 Tamal- 
pais High School District stu­ 
dents enrolled. 


The school, which lately has 
been rechristened San Andreas 
High School, was initiated this 
fall after a year and a half of 
study and 
preparation by ad­ 
ministrators, psychologists and 
teachers. 


Mathematics teacher Michael 
J. Gross was tapped as princi­ 
pal and he helped choose five 
other teachers, not necessarily 


with special training but with 
special attributes — particularly 
‘‘the commitment to this kind of 
education,” Gross said. 


The program is aimed at 
one of education’s oldest prob­ 
lems — how to reach and edu­ 
cate the students who aren’t 
making it in school. Not the 
ones lacking the brains, but 
the ones who are turned off by 
the setup. 


That means a different kind of 
education is needed. So far, San 
Andreas has had more differ­ 
ences than were bargained for. 
Scheduled to move into new 
portable classrooms, the school 
has had to improvise because 
the portables are not ready yet, 
although completion is expected 
any day. 


So for the first weeks of class, 
the 52 pupils met in the district 
boardroom, and spent most of 
the days making field trips 
around the Bay Area in a cara­ 
van of station wagons. 


But that pickup operation, 
Gross told the district board, 
was jepoardizing the school's 
chances, 
and 
a 
temporary 
school was set up in rented 
quarters at the former Ross 
Valley Medical Clinic in Kent- 
field. 
i 


The functioning differences in 
the school, Gross said, are ‘‘pri­ 
marily, individualized instruc­ 
tion, because of our size, the ap­ 
proach the teachers have, their 
commitment to this kind of edu­ 
cation. 
“We have a situation where 
the students are able to focus on 
the things relevant to them in . . 
. the s u b j e c t matter. And 
they’re functioning in an envi­ 
ronment where they’re able to 
determine more of their destiny 
than they’d be able to in a large 
school.” 
It’s a low-pressure environ­ 
ment, with small classes and 
teachers who have time to work 
with each student. 
The students are allowed to 
set their own pace as far as 
practical, Gross said. “Mostly 
we just want to know where 
they are and what t h e y ’ r e 
doing. 
“If a student in mathematics 
asks to go into art or social 
studies, or go out and read be­ 
cause ‘I’m involved in a book,’ 
that’s okay. 


“We’re trying to do away 
with some of the more capri­ 
cious rules . . . that may be 


necessary for a school of 2,- ! 
000, but not for 50.” 


In time, e x p e r i e n c e has 
; shown, the student will return to j 
areas he has neglected when he 
,is ready, and may catch up a 


j fortnight’s work in a few hours 
with a sudden burst of interst 
and energy. 


If the student falls too far be­ 
hind in some areas, “we’ll talk 
; about it and see what the prob­ 
lem is,” Gross said. 


“Our main goal Is to build 
self-responsibility,” 
he s a i d . 
“We always talk about letting 
the kids make decisions, and 
then we let them decide whether 
they’ll have a red banner or a 
blue banner.” 


At San Andreas they are 
making bigger decisions. Sev­ 
eral students, in fact, are 
serving as teacher aides in 
the Kentfield School District 
-- a considerable step up for 
people who weren’t noticeably 
interested in school a few 
months ago. 


In setting up the school, Gross 
said, counselors named 60 stu­ 
dents from each high school, 


who felt would benefit from Op­ 
portunity School. That produced 
a pool of 180 students from 
which the 52 were drawn, leav­ 
ing the rest for possible future 
enrollment at San Andreas and 
as a c o n t r o l group whose 
progress can be compared with 
that of San Andreas pupils. 


No one was forced into San 
Andreas. Each student, along 
with his parents, was consulted 
and asked to decide whether to 
enter San Andreas or stay in 
regular school. 


The operating costs of San An­ 
dreas are paid by a two-cent ov­ 
erride tax voted by the district 
board, and the operating budget 
this year is $100,601. Added to 
that is an annual $18,593 for the 
seven-year lease purchase of 
the portable classrooms. 


The students have a six- 
period school day four days a 
week, and Wednesdays are 
usually scheduled as “open 
days,” for field trips, group 
counseling, an ali-school meet­ 
ing and sometimes a film re­ 
lated to classwork. 


Field trips have included San 


¡Francisco International Airport, 
local beaches and lakes, win­ 
eries and missions in Sonoma, 
Ghirardelli Square and the San 
Francisco zoo. 


The students who were turned 
off by school now roam the cor­ 
ridors at San Andreas carrying 
books cuch as “ Siddhartha,” 
and sprawl on 
the carpeted 
floors working out map triangu­ 
lation problems. 


The students at San Andreas 
are not bothered with dress 
codes, and they dress about the 
same as high school students 
everywhere 
in 
Marin. 
Freed 
from a disciplined classroom at- 
nftosphere, the students have re­ 
sponded by paying attention to 
the 
important 
rules 
— 
and 
learning. 


In tomorrow’s world, the 
uneducated person will be al­ 
most an unperson, invisible 


and out of the mainstream-of 
society. If San Andreas works, 
as it appears it will, it will 


pay for itself many times over 
by keeping that from happen- « 
ing to its students.

Due Still Mòre Study 


San Anselmo’s aging business 
license revision tripped and fell 
on the threshhold of adoption 
last night. 


Confronted with a lengthy pe­ 
tition and a solid bloc of service 
station owners, city councilmen 
delayed

adoption of the

The council has been struggling

presented with a petition bear­ 
ing 83 signatures of city busi­ 
nessmen asking that the new fee 
|chedule not be adopted as now 
proposed. 
t In addition, several service 
station owners who feel theirs is 
& special problem, vocally pro­ 
tested the proposed change. 
I Several owners said they felt 
that the license scale ought to 
fee changed and that they didn’t 
mind some kind of an increase 
in their fees, but said that they 
gross receipts method penalized 
their business which they said 
has high volume but low profit. 
Councilman Kenneth L. An­ 
derson, who along with James 
Reed stoutly supports the 
new fee scale, stated that prop­ 
erty taxes for home owners 
have-risen 91 per cent in the 
last 10 years while the license 
fee has gone up only 1.4 per 
cent in the same period. 
Robert 
Moore, 
representing 
the independent service station 
owners, said he didn't oppose an 
increase in the license, but sug- 


gested the city consider a li­ 
cense procedure adopted by San 
Rafael only Monday night which 
bases fees on the type of busi­ 
ness involved, rather than gross 
receipts. 
Under the current' proposal, 
most business license fees in 
San Anselmo would just about 
double. 
Councilmen Woodrow V. Cap- 
urro and Robert M. Scott have 
both stoutly opposed the pro­ 
posed plan, largely drawn up by 
Anderson. That left Duane C. 
Ragan as the swing vote on the 
matter. 
“I’m just not prepared to pass 
this ordinance the way it is 
right now,” Ragan said, “I’m 
willing to give it further re­ 
search.” 
Somewhat upset, Reed noted 
that study on the matter had 
been going on for two years. 
“If anyone has any better 
ideas, then I would think they 
would have brought them up be­ 
fore this,” he said. “I’ll move 
then that we hold this over a 
week and let you (Ragan) come 
up with something then,” 
His motion, supported by An­ 
derson, 
failed 
when Capurro 
and Scott opposed it and Ragan 
abstained. 
“This is something the whole 
council should work on” Ragan 
said. The council then voted 
unanimously to hold a work ses­ 
sion Dec. 2. The council said 
that although the public was in­ 
vited to the 8 p.m. meeting, it 
would not be a public hearing 
but merely a study session. 
The city is trying to do some­ 
thing about its sagging income 
from business licenses. While 
sales tax revenues have risen 
from $91.000 to $136,000 during 
the last few years, the license 
r e v e n u e has dropped from :

SAN FRANCISCO - Fears 


that elmination of its proxy sys­ 
tem would hamper the ability of 
the San Francisco Bay Conser­ 
vation and Development Com­ 
mission to get a quorum have 
been confirmed. 
The first meeting scheduled 
under the new state law that did 
away with proxies, set for tomor­ 
row, was canceled today when 
the staff learned that a quorum 
would not attend.

them. 
The commission voted unani­ 
mously on Nov. 6 to seek resto­ 
ration of the proxy system in 
the 1970 Legislature. 
The failure to muster a quo- 


rum postponed to the commis­ 
sion's Dec. 4 meeting vote on 
two applications for fill in Rich­ 
ardson Bay. One is by Leonard 


B. Fleischman of Belvedere for 
apartments extending 30 feet 
out over Strawberry Cove on 
pilings, the other by Donlon J. 
Arques to fill four-tenths of an 
acre just north of Sausalito. The 
Arques fill would be for a park­ 
ing lot to serve a 600-foot pier 
for 50 houseboats.

Misbehaving Camera Cuts Short 
First Color Telecast Of Luna 


SPACECENTER, H o u s t o n 
(AP) — There was, in the lan­ 
guage of fliers and astronauts, 
“no joy’’ on television from the 
moon today. 


It started fine when Charles 
Conrad Jr. opened a lower com­ 
partment on the lunar lander 
and exposed the camera. It 
showed first Conrad, then A1 L. 
Bean, climbing down the ladder. 
But when Bean moved the 
camera away from the space­ 
craft, the picture suddenly went 
sour. At the top there was a jag­ 
ged white area. The bottom 
three quarters was solid black. 
“All the connections l o o k 
good,’’ said Bean. 
“Take a good close look at the 
lens and make sure it’s in the 
right configuration,” the ground 
suggested. But it didn’t help. 
M i s s i o n Control suggested 
that a color wheel inside might 
be stuck. 
'‘When I hold the end of the 1 
camera I can feel the wheels 
running,” Bean said. He tried 
changing the setting, but still no 
joy. 
Suddenly there were streaks. 
“Okay, it’s coming in now,” 
said Mission Control. 
“I hit it on the top with my 
hammer,” Bean said. “I figured 
we didn’t have anything to lose. 
That’s skilled craftsmanship.”

The ground suggested: “Give 
it one more light rap and also 
cut down on the F stop.” On a 
camera, the larger the “ F stop,” 
the smaller the amount of light 
admitted by the lens.

“Okay, I’m going to pound it 
a bit,” Conrad said. 
Streaks, but still no picture. 
Mission Control promised to 
get experts on the ground work­ 
ing to solve the problem and the 


astronauts — by then far behind 
on their limited time schedule 
— went about their scientific 
tasks. 
The camera is the same one 
that was carried in the com­ 
mand module on the Apollo 10 
in May. Its outside was coated 
with a special material to with­ 
stand temperature extremes on 
the moon and its inside was 
beefed up. 
But today, on the first of Apol­ 
lo 12’s two planned moonwalks, 
there was no joy.

Dangers As 12 Lands

SPACE C E N T E R , Houston 
(AP) — Apollo 11 had history, 
uncertainty and danger. Apollo 
12 had pure exuberance and ex­ 
citement. So much that you 
almost forgot about the danger. 
Across 240.000 miles of space 
you could almost picture Peter 
Conrad jumping up and down 
with joy as the lunar lander In­ 
trepid bore down on the Ocean 
of Storms exactly the way it 
was supposed to. 
“There it is!” he shouted. 
“Son of a gun. Right down the 
middle of the road.” 
And Alan Bean, standing be­ 
side him reading out the com­ 
puter's figures, joined in: “ Out­ 
standing!” 
“Hey, it's right down the cen­ 
ter of the c r a t e r ! ” Conrad 
yelled. The moon’s horizon was 
coming up in the Intrepid’s little 
windows. 
“Forty-two,” Bean said, call­ 
ing out the degree of the ship’s 
bearing. “Look out there.” Con­ 
rad again: “I can’t believe it! 
Amazing! Fantastic!” 
“Forty-two degrees,” B e a n 
said again. “Ride it in. Forty- 
two. We’re passing 3,500 feet.” 
It 
seemed superfluous, 
but 
Mission Control had to say it: 
“Intrepid, Houston. You’re 
for landing.” 
Down, down came the Intrep­ 
id : 800 f eet . . . 680 feet . . . 600 . 
. . 530. Bean counted them off. 
“Four-seventy-one” he said. 
“ You are aH right. 426.” 
It was the signal for Conrad 
to take over from the comput­ 
ers, his hand on two airplane- 
type controls. 
“ I got it.” he said. 
“Four hundred. You’re at 366, 
Pete, 366. Okay.” 
“I gotta get over here to the 
right.” 
“ You're at 330 feet,” Bean 
said. “ Got lots of gas.” 
On Apollo 11, in July, there 
was not lots of gas. 
“ Hey, look at that crater!” 
Bean shouted. “Right where it’s 
supposed to be. 
Hey, you're 
beautiful. Ten per cent, 257 feet 
coming down at 5 feet per sec­ 
ond, 250. coming down at 5. 
Hey, you're really maneuvering 
around. Come on down, Pete. 
Okay. Ten per cent fuel, 200 
feet, coming down at 3. You can 
come on down.” 
Down, down came the Intrep­ 
id.

“It’s 
beautiful out here.” 
And later: 
“Man, I can’t wait to get out­ 
side. Look at t h a t . . . It’s a nice 
place to land,” Conrad said. 
“Look at those boulders out 
there on the horizon, Pete,” 
said bean. “ Geemanee.” 
And that’s how it went. Gee­ 
manee. 


P e r s o n s around the world 
were interested in the Apollo 12 
I landing on the moon today, but 
there was little of the excite­ 
ment that the pioneers of Apollo 
11 set off. 
“Something quite normal for 
America,” said a Polish student 
in Warsaw. 
Morning newspapers in Lon­ 
don put the story well down on 
the front pages in contrast to 
the banner headlines for the 
first men on the moon. 
Tokyo television dealers, after 
a run on color sets in July when 
Apollo 11 landed, complained 
because the demand wasn’t re­ 
peated. 
“Business was awful,” said 
one, 
“and 
we 
were heavily 
stocked.” 
A Moscow telecast announced 
the landing with a one-sentence 
report from Tass, the Soviet 
news agency: about 20 minutes 
after the landing. 
An official of the Soujth Afri­ 
can Broadcasting Corp. said it 
received only a few telephone 
calls in contrast to the response 
to Apollo 11. But Johannesburg’s 
Rand Daily Mail and the Cape 
Times in Cape Town published 
extra editions to report the land­ 
ing. 
The wee-hours moon landing 


of Apollo 12 met with varying 
degrees of enthusiasm around 
the U.S. 
“The exclamations by the as­ 
tronauts 
were really 
great,” 
said CPO George P. Mantlow, 
39, duty officer at the Great 
Lakes Naval Station who found 
the landing “much more dra­ 
matic” than Apollo 11. 
Marty Frelender, a junior at 
the University of California at 
Los Angeles, said, “It looks like 
it’s getting pretty routine. I 
mean, the way the astronauts 
were laughing it up, all that talk 
on radio. Like, you know all 
along what they’re gonna do 
and when, so you don’t really 
expect anything to go wrong.” 
The bartender at the Dome 
Lounge of Chicago’s Sherman 
House said he thought Apollo 11 
“was much better, being the 
first time.” 
Melvin Brooks of Chicago said 
he thought the space program 
was a waste of money needed 
for domestic problems. 
Melinda Rogers, a student in | 
Santa Monica, asked, “What I 
want to know is when is this 
going to end? I mean the TV 
coverage. Are they going to do 
it this big on the sixth landing, 
or the 56th? People are gonna 
get bored, aren't they?”

Crater Exploration, Trek 
To Surveyor Due Tonight 
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'Crash Pads' 
To Be Provided

SPACE C E N T E R , Houston 
(AP) — Like explorers on earth, 
Apollo 12 astronauts Charles 
Conrad Jr. and Alan L. Bean 
plan to tote a knapsack late to­ 
night when they hike to the Sur­ 
veyor 3 spacecraft during their 
second stroll on the moon. 
Scheduled to begin at 9:37 
p.m. PST with Conrad exiting 
the Intrepid landing craft, the 
trek to Surveyor’s location 150 
feet down the slope of a lunar 
crater is to be a slow one- 
carefully collecting rocks en 
route and taking care not to 
slip when standing on the 15- 
degree crater slope. 
Altogether, Conrad planned to 
be outside 3 hours, 20 minutes 
during Apollo 12’s second excur­ 
sion, with Bean walking aroud 
3 hours, 2 minutes. 
After Conrad backs out the 
hatch on his hands and knees 
and descends to the lunar sur­ 
face. Bean is to use a clothes­ 
line-like conveyor belt to trans­ 
fer two 70 millimeter cameras 
and film to him. 


Bean then is to climb down 
the ladder as Conrad takes from 
a storage bin tools, two rock 
storage bags and a knapsack to 
hold the tools. He is to attach 
one rock bag to Bean's side, 
then Bean attaches a similar 
bag to Conrad. 


The k n a p s a c k , containing 
long-handled bolt cutters to snip 
off pieces of Surveyor, is to be 
attached to Conrad’s backpack. 
The astronauts will gather in­ 
teresting rocks, first document­ 
ing w i t h photographs each 
stone’s position before picking it 
up. 
The astronauts will pick up 
the samples with long-handled 
tongs, place them in small num­ 
bered plastic bags, then put 
them In the bags attacked to 
their sides. 
At one point, the astronauts 
will dig a shallow trench in the 
soil and collect dirt from the 
bottom of the trench. 
After reaching the edge of 
Surveyor 3's crater, Conrad and 


Bean will attach a 30-foot safety 
line to one another, then will 
carefully descend the slope. 
If keeping his footing is not a 
problem, the safety line will be 
discarded and both spacemen 
will ease down the slope to Sur­ 
veyor. 
First they will take photo­ 
graphs of the area, so scientists 
can compare them with pictures 
televised by the robot after it 
landed 32 months ago to see if 
erosion occurs on the moon. 
Using the bolt cutter, Conrad 
then plans to snip off a piece of 
cable attached to Surveyor’s TV 
camera, the camera itself, a 
piece of aluminum tubing, and 
a section of glass. After each 
piece is severed, he will hand it 
to Bean who will stow it in Con­ 
rad’s knapsack. The parts will 
tell engineers how well man- 
made materials wear on the 
moon. 
They will then head back to 
the Intrepid lander craft, stop­ 
ping for rocks en route.

RENO, Nev. (AP) — A color 
movie made by the curator of 
the University of Nevada plane­ 
tarium shows a bolt of lightning 
climbing up the gassy exhaust 
of the Apollo 12 moon rocket at 
41.04 seconds after liftoff last 
Friday, the curator says. 
Shortly after the Cape Kenne­ 
dy observers reported seeing a 
flash and astronaut C h a r l e s 
Conrad Jr. said the command 
ship may have been hit by light­ 
ning. The spacecraft’s primary 
power was knocked out but was 
soon restored. 
Space agency scientists said 
they thought the trouble was 
caused by static electricity. 
One frame in film made by 
curator Richard Norton with a 
camera on the ground 1,000 feet 
from the launch site showed a 
streak which Norton said was 
lightning traveling up the path 
of ionized gasses roaring out of 
the ascending spacrcraft. 


Norton said he thought he saw 
two flashes but that the second 
must have occured while his 
film was between frames. 
Norton, working with a Japa­ 
nese camera company and with 
NASA permission, filmed the lift­ 
off with a wide angle fish-eye 
lens on a 35-mm camera. 
The film was processed by a 
Los Angeles laboratory and an 
enlargement of the lightning 
frame was sent to NASA.

How To Photograph Apollo 


On Home Television Screen 


SPACE C E N T E R , Houston 
(AP) — Here are some sugges­ 
tions for camera fans who want 
to take photos of the Apollo 12 
telecasts off their home TV 
screens: 
Mount your camera on a tri­ 
pod, adjust the TV for the best 
contrast possible and turn off 
the lights in the room. Use no 
flash bulbs or strobes. 
With black and white film, 
shoot at l-30th of a second at f 
4. Use fast rated film. 
For color photos, use color 
negative film such as Kodaco- 
lor X at l-30th of a second at f 
2.8 or f 2. For slides, set your 
camera at l-30th of a second at 
f 4. 


For best results use a camera 
with a compur shutter—one that 
expands and contracts like the 
pupil of your eye. This helps 
e l i m i n a t e a “ bar effect” 
produced by most focal plane 
shutters. 


If you have only a focal plane 
shutter camera, hold the cam­ 
era vertically. This will reduce 
the possibility of a “ bar effect.” 
Most 35 millimeter cameras 
have focal plane shutters.

Marin D em ocrats, sniffing Re­ 
publican blood -in next Ju n e's 
prim ary election in the Fourth 
Senatorial 
District,

spilled som e of their own in an 
abortive effort to get one of the 
two noncandidates to step aside 
for the other. 


Officially, the purpose of the 
m eeting of the M arin County 
Dem ocratic Central Committee 
w as “ to seek m eans to have one 
candidate and only one contend­ 
ing for the nomination for state 
senator.” according to m ailed 
announcements of the meeting. 


But chairm an S. Robert Pol- 
itzer of Sausalito, while criticiz­ 
ing an Independent-Journal re­ 
port 
Monday 
that 
state 
law 
barred the com mittee from en­ 
dorsing or opposing any candi­ 
date until after the prim ary, 
amended the purpose 
of the 
meeting “ to an exploration of 
methods or ways to exploit the 
prim ary and get the mftst out of 
it.” 


Two hours of bickering fol­ 
lowed, and somehow argum ents 
repeatedly returned to the idea 
that the com mittee should dis­ 
courage a prim ary fight. But in 
the end. the entire idea was 
shelved indefinitely. 


The two noncandidates, 
the 
only two who have m ade known 
their “ noncandidacy,” are Rich­ 
ard M. Adam s of Belvedere and 
Michael R. Peevey of San R a­ 
fael. They are aim ing at the 
seat held by Republican John F. 
M cCarthy of San R afael, who 
himself faces 
a 
hot 
prim ary 
fight from form er Marin super­ 
visor, Peter H. Behr of Mill Val­ 
ley. 


The meeting w as not without 
com ic relief — janitors ejected 
the com mittee from two rooms 
in the Courthouse in San R afael 
before it settled down in a third. 
“ You guys ain’t got any busi­ 
ness in here” w as their first 
sendoff. and, “ Hey, w ait a min­ 
ute,” got them out of the second 
room. 


Of the two noncandidates, who 
can’t file officially anyway until 
March, 
only 
Peevey 
favored 
avoidance of a prim ary fight. “ I 
hope we both could be frank 
enough with one another to re­ 
solve this m an to m an,” he said 
to Adams. 


But 
Adam s 
w asn’t 
buying. 
“ I've had nothing to date but 
encouragem ent,” 
h e 
insisted, 
“ and I believe in dem ocracy 
with a sm all ‘d.” The decision 
Adam s argued, “ should be left 
to the people to decide in an 
open prim ary — the Dem ocratic 
P arty won’t have any backroom 
deals m ade.” 


An Adam s supporter in the 
audience, 
Leonard M. 
Sperry 
Jr . of Belvedere, opposed anoth­ 
er s u g g e s t i o n that a pre- 


prim ary 
endorsing 
convention 
be held in the three-county dis­ 
trict as “ bringing to my mind 
the bitter taste of the 1968 con­ 
vention in Chicago.” 


Elaine Guthrie of R oss also 
opposed moves to get one of the 
two men to step down. “ We've 
! got two absolutely superlative 
candidates — which is sort of 
unusual for us.” she said.

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The Case Against 


Suburban Schools 


Schools today usually worry 
about meeting the needs of the 
system instead of the needs of 
the student, psychologist Walter 
S. Lee told the discipline study 
committee of the Tamalpais 
High School District yesterday. 
Lee and other c o m m i t t e e 
members said the high school is 
too isolated and needs to be 
more like real life, reported ad­ 
ministrative assistant Edward 
J. Neumeier. 
District board chairman Bette 
Wallace said that suburban high 
schools in particular seem to 
have no first hand contact with 
the world, because the suburbs 
themselves are isolated and pro­ 
tected 
The d i s c u s s i o n centered 
around the assumptions that a 
school makes about an adoles­ 
cent, Neumeier reported. 
Drake senior Ken Bullock told 
the committee the only thing he 
had learned in high school so 
far was how to be a high school 
student, and he had nothing 


with which to make important 
decisions about military service, 
college or a job. 
The committee was instructed 
by the school board this year to 
examine present student con­ 
duct rules and to recommend 
ways that students, parents, 
school staff and the community 
can all take part in developing 
discipline policies. Committee 
work is only now getting started 
because of the weeks-long ath­ 
letic grooming controversy. 
Chairman George Stone asked 
Lee to outline at the Dec. 2 
m e e t i n g the assumptions he 
feels schools now hold about 
their students. Lee told the conv- 
mittee that if an organization 
makes rules based on how it ex­ 
pects people to act, they will act 
in the expected manner. 
T h e committee, Neumeier 
said, is to start discussing spe­ 
cific conduct rules at its next 
meeting, at 4 p.m. Dec. 2 in the 
Redwood High School faculty 
lounge.

Pope Defends 


The New Mass 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 
Paul VI defended controversial 
new rites for the Roman Catho­ 
lic Mass today and said all 
Catholics “must promptly ad­ 
here” to them. 
His words at his regular gen­ 
eral audience, met recent criti­ 
cism by Antonio Cardinal Bacci 
and Alfredo Cardinal Ottai, two 
semiretired conservative mem­ 
bers of the Roman Curia, who 
had suggested the new Mass 
was almost “heretical.” 
Recalling that the second Vat­ 
ican Ecumenical Council had 
asked for the changes in the 
Mass, Pope Paul said that using 
the new rites was en act” obe­ 
dience, a fact of coherence with 
the Church itself, a step forward 
in its authentic tradition, a de- 
monstratition, a demonstration 
of fidelity and vitality to which 
all must promptly adhere.”

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Researching Sea Mining 


TEST RESULTS — An engineer examines soil which has been 
tested for moisture content at the Marine Mineral Technology 
Laboratory in Tiburon as part of several experiments on how 
best to mine the ocean floor. 


Beaches covered with oil resi­ 
due and tar. 
Millions of dead, bloated fish 
floating on the ocean’s surface 
and washing up on shore. 
Entire populations of shellfish 
suddenly extinct. 
Thousands of square miles of 
ocean turned into a giant, gro­ 
tesque Lake Erie, biologically 
dying. 


All this and much more 
could be the result of rampant 
pollution if the mining and 
harvesting of the sea runs un­ 
checked. 


MINING GOLD — Metallurgist Howard Heginbotham experi­ 
ments with methods of mining gold from sand recovered from 
the sea floor. Heginbotham’s heavy metals experiment is one 
of several now under way at the Tiburon laboratory. 


A far-fetched theory? Proba­ 
bly, according to John W. Pa- 
dan, research manager of the 
Marine M i n e r a l Technology 
Laboratory housed at the Tib­ 
uron Oceanographic Center. 
But it is far fetched only be­ 
cause of the research now being 
conducted at the laboratory to 
prevent the ocean’s floor from 
being turned into another Appa­ 
lachia. 
Padan and his associates now 
have underway eight projects 
which, they hope, will provide 
information for private industry 
on how 
best 
to utilize 
the 
ocean’s resources and help the 
federal government form legis­ 
lation to protect the public’s in­ 
terest while allowing the sea to 
be mined and harvested. 


In particular, the Marine 
Mineral Technology Laborato­ 
ry, under the Federal Bureau 
of Mines, is working on how 
best to mine the ocean’s floor 
for solid mineral. Other labo­ 
ratories under other bureaus 
are exploring the mining of 
oil, gas and sulpher, of food 
and of dissolved minerals in 
the seawater itself. 


One of the projects under Pa- 
dan’s direction is developing 
predictions on what will happen 
offshore when serious mining of 
the million square mile conti­ 
nental shelf begins. 
Taking existing knowledge of 
oceanography and marine ecolo­ 
gy as well as date from land 
mining, he and his staff are de-

veloping a set of predictions 
about underwater mining. 
For example, when mining oc­ 
curs and once the minerals are 
removed and the residue re­ 
turned to the ocean floor, what 
will be the effect of sediment 
suspension in the water on ma­ 
rine life? What will be the toler­ 
ance levels of marine life to this 
kind of pollution? 
“ If we find this particular 
mining technique will be detri­ 
mental to sea life, we probably 
would require mining compa­ 
nies to pipe the reside back to 
the ocean floor where it would 
be deposited gently rather than 
just dumping it back at the 
ocean’s 
surface,” 
Padan ex­ 
plains. 


In order to develop these 
predictions, he also is study­ 
ing past experience in under­ 
water construction — laying 
of cables, pipes — to see what 
effect this has had on ecology. 


Padan said it will be two 
years before he will be able to 
formulate operational criteria! 
for legislation and i n d u s t r y . 
Such c r i t e r i a would include 
premining survey requirements, 
design criteria, equipment and 
techniques, mining timing and 
patterns and reclamation tech­ 
niques. 
The laboratory also is study­ 
ing how best to lift mined mate­ 
rials from the ocean’s floor, 
what happens when the sea 
floor is penetrated by drilling, 
how to evaulate the minerals as 
to grade and amount to be re­ 
covered while they are still un­ 
der the sea and the effect of 
drining motion on equipment 
over a long period. 
Four other research projects 
deal with how to get a three- 
dimensional picture of what’s 
under the ocean’s floor, utilizing 
existing geophysical and drilling 
data. 


“ Without adequate thought, 
there is no doubt the ocean 
could be polluted, stripped 
bare, become unusable,” Pa­ 
dan said.

Program For 


Needy Backed 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors voted approval yes­ 
terday a pilot program to dis­ 
tribute free surplus food to 30 
welfare families whose mem­ 
bers show nutritional deficien­ 
cies. 
The six-month program, es­ 
tablished by the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, will begin 
Jan. 1 and could be extended 
later to families not on welfare. 
The 30 families will be select 
ed from the Aid to Dependent 
Children rolls on the basis of 
medical reports. 
In a letter to the supervisors, 
antipoverty, health and werfare 
officials said the initial results 
of a survey conducted by a re­ 
search team from the nutrition­ 
al sciences department at the 
U n i v e r s i t y of California in 
Berkeley had disclosed a “ defi­ 
nite need” for such a program 
in Marin. 
The food, to be made avail­ 
able through the agriculture de­ 
partment’s San Leandro ware­ 
house, will consist of such items 
as fruit juice, meat, cheese and 
milk and be distributed to in­ 
fants, preschool children and 
pregnant and nursing women.

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Approach Crime Reduction 
By Teaching Law To Children

Is it possible to change atti­ 
tudes of a large percentage of 
today’s youth toward law and 
law enforcement that range 
from suspicion and disrespect 
to outright hostility? If so, how 
can it be done? 


Mrs. 
Lyman 
Emerson 
of 
Mill Valley believes a promis­ 
ing approach lies in a new pro­ 
gram 
in 
public 
schools 
of 
“ t e a c h i n g law to reduce 
crim e,” starting with kinder­ 
garten and continuing through 
high school. 
A pilot course in this pro­ 
gram based on the work of 
Judge Roy W. Seagraves of 
the municipal court in Red­ 
wood City, San Mateo County, 
is now being taught in the sev­ 
enth and eighth grades in Red­ 
wood City schools as part of 
the social studies course. 
i 
So convinced is Mrs. Em er­ 
son of the value of this plan 
that she has made a personal 
project of raising funds to help 
the program. 


“ I had intended becoming a 
lawyer ever since I received 
my B.A. degree in political 
science from the University of 
Southern California, and I did 
take some law courses,” she 
says, “ but I got side-tracked 
by m arriage and a family.” 


LAST JUNE E l i z a b e t h 
Emerson achieved her ambi­ 


tion when she received a doc­ 
tor of jurisprudence degree 
from Golden Gate College in 
San Francisco, and she took 
the California bar examination 
last August. While awaiting 
the results she decided to vol­ 
unteer her services in support 
of this new idea of teaching 
law to reduce crime. 
“When I read in a newspa­ 
per about Judge Seagraves’ 
program ,” she says, “ I went 
to see him in his cham bers at 
Redwood City because I have 
long been interested in getting 
involved in arousing every­ 
body, but youth particularly, 
about their rights, privileges 
and responsibilities under the 
law. 
“ Many times young people 
are not aware of their rights. 
They get involved in a felony 
when they think it is just a ju­ 
venile prank, not realizing the 
drastic effects of a conviction. 
“ I don’t think they under­ 
stand the reason for law. We 
have not been able to convey 
to the young people that law 
and law enforcement are in 
their own interests as individu­ 
als. 
■ 
“ But first they m ust know 
what the laws are. Nor is it 
just the young peopld who are 
ignorant. Many people don't 
even understand family laws, 
such as those that affect sup­ 
port of children or children's 
support of elderly parents.

Juvenile 
Bureau says that “ since the Ma­ 
rin Bike ID Program went into 
operation, we have had 25 per 
cent greater success in return­ 
ing stolen bicycles to their right­ 
ful owners.” 
Mrs. Jam es Newley of San 
Rafael is program chairm an for 
the Bike ID Program this year. 
Peter Pan m aintains a cur­ 
rent file and a 24 hour answer­ 
ing service to all M arin police 
departm ents to assist in locat­ 
ing lost or found bicycles. 


“IF P E O P L E BECOME 
aware of the specifics of law 
that affect their daily lives it 
seems to me that they are 
going to have more respect for 
the law. more support for the 
law, and there will be less law 
breaking.” 
Mrs. Emerson pointed out 
that in no course in school to­ 
day — in history, civics or 
government — is law taught 
as it affects the individual 
child. 
“ I think a course properly 
taught could help to com bat 
disrespect for cops by helping 
children to understand that the 
policeman is there to enforce 
rules that we have all agreed 
upon. 
“ Many delinquents react to 
situations without considering 
the results of their acts. For 
example, a criminal record, or 
conviction of a felony, which 
can be just stealing a candy 
bar, can mean barring a stu­ 
dent from admission to the 
college of his choice and pre­ 
vent his qualifying for a li­ 
cense in many professions and 
occupations. It also means loss 
of citizenship rights, such as 
voting or possessing firearm s 
even for hunting.” 
Among other 
legal 
points 
they need to know about, she 
added, 
are 
their rights 
to 
make a binding contract, right 
to parental support, 
obliga­ 
tions to the family and the 
family to them, their liabilities 
in damages to persons or prop­ 
erty and their right to a public 
education. 
Mrs. Emerson described de­ 
tails of the program of teach­ 
ing law to reduce crime. 
“ Judge Seagraves s i n g l e - 
handedly 
raised 
the 
$90.000 
from businesses, foundations, 
labor groups and individuals 
which took care of developing 
materials. A year was spent 
on this by a research staff 
headed by Dr. H. B. McDaniel, 
professor emeritus of educa­ 
tion and psychology' at Stan­ 
ford University. The f i r s t 
course was started in the sev­ 
enth and eighth grades of Red­ 
wood City schools this fall. 


“AFTER THE course has 
been taught two years, it will j 
be evaluated. One of the out- j 
standing features of tills pro­ 
gram ,” she says, “ is that the 
means are already devised for 
testing its effectiveness. They 
will be able to test changes in 
attitudes, knowledge and be­ 
havior as a result of the pro­ 
gram and will be able to deter-1 
m ine if results are really due 
to it, to m aturity, to the whole 
school program or learning ex­ 
periences beyond the control 
of the school. 
“ It is admitted that there 
are social causes of delinquen­ 
cy,” she stresses. “The pur-

Under the provisions of 
the regulations, state associa­ 
tions could lend up to 5 per cent 
of their assets or a combimed 
total of $1 billion on mobile 
homes. 
Savings and loan associations 
will be. able to offer loans at 
simple interest similar to a 
mortgage. 
MacBan said this 
will make financing costs feasi­ 
ble for family-sized units.

And his combi­ 
nations of materials from an­ 
tique to modern magazine clip­ 
pings, mirrors, cut out shapes, 
cloth and paint, support his in­ 
vention, as in “Dangerous Jour­ 
ney,” where a tiny photo of an 
incredible ancient engine roars 
along belching black smoke into 
an evil-looking watercolor sky 
collaged with paper bolts of col­ 
or. 


Gover’s most developed single 
idea is the “Moment in Time 
Serie?,” in which r e c u r r e n t 
blacks, browns and olives are 
rent by lines of electric blue 
dots, orange circles and traces 
of red. 
He does so many things it is 
difficult to give any general de­ 
scription of what to expect. 
Earthier ideas in the form of 
female nudes fill Mrs. Norton’s 
show.

Bridge District Is Now 
The Action Agency 


The G o l d e n Gate Bridge District, 


which not so long ago was being casti­ 
gated as a “do-nothing” district, has 
turned into the action agency. 
The bridge district shows promise 


of being the agency that can and will 
solve the c o m m u t e traffic problem 
that has plagued M a r i n increasingly 
over the years and has been the sub­ 
ject of almost endless studies, of a be­ 
wildering variety of plans, and — up 
to now — of no solution. 


IN RESOLVING last week to make 


“ full speed ahead” with buses and fer­ 
ries as an interim approach to the 
snarl, the b r i d g e board took action 
long awaited. 
San F r a n c i s c o members of the 


board, who had been “hung up on fer­ 
ries,” went along in an unanimous vote 
for a balanced system including both * 
buses and ferries, plus any other mode 
that might be found feasible. 
S t i l l more encouragingly, they 


agreed that whichever means — buses 
or ferries — is first ready to go, it 
should not wait on the other. This 
means that the bridge district probably 
will be in the bus business very soon, 
with ferries to follow as soon as ter­ 
minals can be found or built. 
(Using 


the old Sausalito terminal is a possibil­ 
ity.) 


William Moskovitz, president o f 
the bridge board, hailed the decision 
as “one of the most monumental ac­ 
tions the district has taken since the 
inception of the district and the deci­ 
sion to build the bridge.” 
We agree. 


ONE THING THAT MUST not be 
lost sight of, however, is that merely 
improving bus service up and down 
the Redwood Highway will not of itself 
prove much of a solution. The man 
who must drive his car to the highway, 
and perhaps have difficulty in finding 
a place to park it during the day, is 
likely to keep on driving all the way to 
San Francisco — curse the congestion 
though he will. 
Needed to make any system really 


workable is a network of feeder routes 
so that the commuter can board a bus 
near home which will transfer him to 
one headed for his work on the other 
side of the bridge. 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


We had h o p e d that the Marin 


County Transit District would concen­ 
trate on this aspect. The bridge dis­ 
trict can scarcely be expected to devel­ 
op local bus s y s t e m s , which should 
also serve those commuting between 
communities in Marin, going shopping, 
or attending school. 
Nothing has happened to indicate 


the county transit district is doing any­ 
thing on this. A proposal for trial serv­ 
ice to connect with Greyhound a few 
months ago was rejected by the dis­ 
trict manager. 


THE HOPE for an intra-county bus 
system l o w seems to rest on Marin 
Transit Systems of Marin City. Its rep­ 
resentatives have been talking of coor­ 
dinating a minibus feeder system with 
the bridge district’s buses. We earnest­ 
ly hope the effort succeeds. 
Meanwhile, f e r r y buffs need not 
fear that their favorite mode of trans­ 
portation will be slighted. In appoint­ 
ing Harlan Soeten of Mill Valley as 
chief of its ferry operation, the bridge 
district has made sure of that. Ferry 
buffs just don’t come better informed 
or more dedicated than Harlan Soeten.

New Law Scarcely On Books 
When Court Throws It Out

SACRAMENTO - (CNS) - 
The alarming frequency with 
which laws passed by the state 
legislature are ruled unconsti­ 
tutional is becoming a matter 
of concern to citizens and law­ 
m akers. 
The 
legislature 
is 
barely 
over and already, the laws it 
passed a l l o w i n g cities and 
counties to adopt ordinances 
prohibiting nudity in bars have 
been declared unconstitutional 
by Los Angeles County Superi­ 
or Court. 
Judge Jerry Pacht handed 
down the decision, which in­ 


cluded a preliminary injunc­ 
tion prohibiting the Los Ange­ 
les County sheriff’s office from 
making arrests for nude per­ 
formances in 10 bars in that 
county. 
The bills were by Assembly­ 
man 
Floyd 
W a k e f i e l d , 
R-Southgate, 
and 
were 
the 
center of an extensive contro­ 
versy during the 1969 session 
of the legislature involving the 
matter of nudity in drinking 
establishments.

nity involved, that regulation 
of the degree of nudity allowed 
should be a matter of commu­ 
nity decision. 
The Pacht decision, whether 
it is upheld by the higher 
courts or not, is important in 
that it again throws the ques­ 
tion of nudity in public bar­ 
rooms into indecision. 
The State Department of Al­ 
coholic B e v e r a g e Control, 
h e a d e d by a former FB I 
agent, Edward J. Kirby, has 
been attempting ever since the 
“ t o p 1 e s s ” craze started to 
make nudity in bars illegal. 
But it has been unsuccessful in 
the courts. 
It was hoped that passage of 
new laws leaving the decisions 
as to nudity up to the local 
governments would settle, at 
least partially, the question of 
how far bar operators could go 
in diminishing the attire of 
their entertainers and wait­ 
resses. 
Apparently the Pacht deci­ 
sion has cancelled out this 
hope. 
Even worse is the fact that 
the decision puts democratic 
government in jeopardy by de­ 
nying communities the right to 
rule as to just how nude wom­ 
en can disport themselves in 
public view. 
While r e s i d e n t s of some 
communities 
might 
be 
out­ 
raged by the displays of nudity 
the liquor establishments are 
sponsoring these days, the res­ 
idents of other communities 
might treat the custom 
as 
commonplace and think noth­ 
ing of it. 
Thus, there would appear to 
be no reason why local govern­ 
ment should not reflect the 
thinking of the community in 
this particular question. That 
was the intent of the legisla­ 
ture.

One Low Fare 


The antics of Bay Area poli­ 
ticians with regard to solving 
the problems of m ass trans­ 
portation are both ludicrous 
and pathetic.

The sooner the authorities 
face up to the fact that people 
will not pay two or three fares 
in each direction, the sooner 
we will solve the problem. . . 
To insure use of these facili­ 
ties they probably should be 
subsidized w i t h government 
funds to the point where it 
would be sheer folly to drive 
an automobile. There also is 
no reason why certain streets 
in San Francisco and Oakland 
should not be designated “ bus­ 
es only” to insure rapid unin­ 
terrupted schedules.

WASHINGTON — Vice Pres­ 
ident Spiro Agnew’s substan­ 
tially valid criticism of the 
bias of n e t w o r k television 
news overlooked one very sig­ 
nificant fact. 
In support of Agnew, the 
weight of evidence is that too 
much network news and analy­ 
sis lacks fairness — from the 
distorted picture of the Chica­ 
go Democratic convention to 
the quickie attacks on Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s Vietnam speech. 
But in charging that public 
opinion is being “ molded” by 
“ selective and biased televi­ 
sion news,” the vice president 
either misstated or greatly un­ 
derstated a reassuring fact. 


HE CITED what he felt to 
be the networks’ prejudiced 
commentaries 
o n 
President 
Nixon’s peace plan address on 
Nov. 3 and mentioned that one 
m ajor network, to make sure 
that its analysis would be con­ 
siderably critical, arranged in 
advance to have a prominent 
critic, Averell H a r r i m a n , 
ready for immediate rebuttal. 
It provided no comparable an­ 
alyst on the other side. 
But it didn’t work. That's 
the fact we need for perspec­ 
tive. We do not minimize the 
need for better TV news pres­ 
entation and for better balance 
in commentary. The networks 
are already feeling the hot 
breath of public dissatisfaction 
which Agnew usefully stimu­ 
lated. 
But there is no evidence, in 
the 
foremost 
illustration 
of 
b i a s commentary the vice 
president offered, that it suc­ 
ceeded in “ molding” 
public 
opinion. 
Ju st the opposite. 


IN THE WAKE of Mr. Nix­ 
on’s Vietnam speech and the 
considerably 
one-sided 
com­ 
mentary, a vast majority of 
the listeners made up their 
own minds. The Gallup Poll 
shows the P r e s i d e n t over­ 
whelmingly over his television 
critics — 77 per cent for the 
President’s V i e t n a m peace 
policies, 6 per cent against and 


17 per cent undecided. 
This result is not an exoner­ 
ation of network news and 
comments. It is a tribute to 
the independent-mindedness of 
most Americans. 
This doesn’t mean there is 
no problem of news distortion 
on television. Such distortion 
does occur too often tp be dis­ 
missed as a minor affliction 
simply because most listeners 
succeed much of the time in 
resisting it. 


BECAUSE TH ERE is such 
vast power in the hands of a 
few TV producers and news­ 
casters who nightly have some 
40 million viewers, it is hot too 
much to ask that they ponder 
anew the care and balance 
with which they use this pre­ 
cious forum whose airwaves 
belong to all the people, not 
just to an industry. 
The weakness and irrelev­ 
ance of the replies which the 
network presidents made to 
Agnew’s criticism suggest a 
pretty guilty conscience. They 
attacked 
Agnew 
more 
than 
they attacked what he said. 
They accused Agnew of pro­ 
posing censorship — which he 
didn’t — and then showed how 
bad it would be to do what Ag­ 
new wasn’t advocating. 
Not very persuasive. 


WE INCLINE to feel that 
television’s greatest disservice 
is its tendency to impose upon 
the American people a distort­ 
ed picture of America — that 
w h e r e v e r you look nearly 
everything is going wrong, vir­ 
tually nothing is going right. 
Agnew is not making an ap­ 
peal and we are certainly not 
making an appeal for a Pol- 
lvanna to take over television. 
Few people want or would ac­ 
cept counter-distortion in the 
other direction. And we must 
not break the mirror of a free 
press — printed or visual — 
because the image it too often 
reflects is out of focus. 
Our view is that television 
news and documentaries do so 
much so well that it is fair to 
expect them to do better.

New Governor Of Virginia 
Hinted To Replace Agnew

FAIRFAX, Va. — No one is 
painting “ Dump Agnew” post­ 
ers hereabouts, but some elat­ 
ed 
Republicans 
are 
quietly 
commenting t h a t Virginia’s 
newly elected Gov. Linwood 
Holton will be waiting in the 
wings if P r e s i d e n t Nixon 
wants to change r u n n i n g 
mates in 1972. 


Holton, a ruggedly attractive 
native of Big Stone Gap. Va., 
was elected to be the Old Do­ 
minion's first Republican gov­ 
ernor in a century on Nov. 4. 
The President campaigned for 
Holton and is credited with a 
m ajor assist in Holton’s vic­ 
tory over Democrat William 
Battle. 
It is duly noted in GOP cir­ 
cles here that a Virginia gov­ 
ernor might make an impor­ 
tant contribution to a national 
Republican ticket campaigning 
with a s o u t h e r n strategy. 
There is also a strong feeling 
that Holton’s long-range politi­ 
cal ambitions do not dead-end 
in Richmond’s executive man­ 
sion. 


HOLTON’S SURPRISE vic­ 
tory won him a four year resi­ 
dence there, but he cannot 
succeed himself as governor. 
Moreover, he will serve with a 
Democratic lieutenant gover­ 
nor and attorney general, and 
jockey with a preponderently 
Democratic state legislature. 
Under those circumstances 
it is not surprising that some 
of the GOP faithful, without 
any word from the governor- 
elect, think Holton might be 
glad to help his friend Dick 
Nixor. if he is asked to do so 
when the 
Republicans 
hold 
their convention in 1972 — or 
to consider the job in 1976. 
Incidentally, it is also not 
surprising (and no real criti­ 
cism of Vice President Agnew) 
that this sort of vice presiden­ 
tial day-dreaming . is now un­ 
derway. 
Many experts here 
think Agnew's tough talk is a 
Republican 
plus 
— 
except, 
perhaps, 
in 
what the 
Vice 
President might call the “ ef­ 
fete” eastern seaboard mega­ 
lopolis. 


WHILE HOLTON would be 
an attractive addition 
to a 
Southern strategy, it is clear 
that his own election was not 
based on the sort of rationale 
which is said to underlie the 
President’s 1972 c a m p a i g n 
planning. 
To be sure, Holton profited 


by defections from the Demo­ 
cratic right. He got the votes 
of many Democrats who were 
once supporters of the late 
Sen. Harry F. Byrd Sr., be­ 


cause Battle was a protege 
of John F. K e n n e d y and 
thought to be a liberal Demo­ 
crat from the Kennedy mold. 
However, Holton also made 
inroads on Virginia’s Demo­ 
cratic left. He was endorsed 
by the state AFL-CIO organi­ 


zation and by the Virginia Cru­ 
sade 
for 
V o t e r s , 
a 


Richmond-based Negro group, 
and those endorsements ap­ 
parently paid off at the polls. 


IT HAS SCARCELY been 
mentioned outside the stale, 
but Holton's big Republican 
victory here was a victory for 
old-style, door-to-door politics 
— with a few modern touches. 


H o l t o n strategists worked 
from central headquarters to 
a s s i g n precincl-by*precinct 
q u o t a s for necessary GOP 
votes. Across the state, Holton 
workers identified prospective 
Holton voters to fill their quo­ 
tas, and then got those voters 
to the polls.

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How Court Saved Job 


For Dismissed Teacher

A probationary teacher, dis­ 
missed for cause by Fremont 
Unified School District in 1967, 
has permanent tenure in that 
district as of now. 
Behind this circumstance is 
a story that may be of interest 
to those who sometimes won­ 
der why school districts so sel­ 
dom dismiss teachers. 


missed Ward on the basis of 
the transcript of the April 14 
hearing. 


ON MARCH 10, 1967, Supt. 
William J. Bolt of the Fremont 
Unified district notified James 
C. 
Ward, 
a 
“probationary” 
teacher in his third year in the 
d i s t r i c t , that his services 
would not be required for the 
next school year. This was five 
days before the deadline set 
by the California Education 
Code for notifymg a teacher of 
intention not to re-hire him. 
Ward demanded a hearing, 
to which he was entitled under 
Section 13443 of the Education 
Code, the “i n s t a n t tenure 
law.” 
A hearing was held before a 
hearing officer on April 14. 
The c h a r g e s against Ward 
were: (1) failure to maintain 
proper classroom discipline; 
(2) lack of emotional stability; 
(3) failure to follow reasonable 
rules and regulations of the 
district board; (4) failure to 
follow suggestions and direc­ 
tions of superiors. 
The hearing officer reported 
to the board that he felt the 
charges had not been proved. 
However, the law does not re­ 
quire the board to follow the 
hearing officer’s recommenda­ 
tion. 
A teacher automatically is 
re-hired if not dismissed on or 
before May 15. On that date, 
the board heard additional evi­ 
dence and notified Ward he 
would not be re-hired. 


ON AUG. 22, Ward and the 
union again filed for a writ of 
mandate. 
They c l a i m e d , 
among other things, that since 
the board had set aside its 
May 15 action, it had failed to 
act by the deadline and Ward 
had 
been 
automatically re­ 
hired (thus gaining permanent 
tenure». 
Judge Robert H. Kroninger 
of Alameda County Superior 
Court heard the case. He up­ 
held the dismissal, finding that 
the charges against Ward had 
been proved and were support­ 
ed by substantial evidence, that 
Ward had been granted a fair 
trial, and that the board had 
proceeded in accordance with 
the law. 
Ward 
and 
the 
union 
ap­ 
pealed to the First District 
Court of Appeal. 


THE COURTS move slowly. 
Over two years had gone by 
and the 1969-70 school year 
was well under way when the 
First District Court of Appeal 
handed down its decision, writ­ 
ten by Judge W'akefield Taylor 
and concurred in by Judges 
Daniel R. S h o e m a k e r and 
James R. Agee. 
It reversed the trial judge 
and ordered that Ward be 
reinstated. This makes him a 
tenured teacher. 
The reason given for the re­ 
versal was that Ward had not 
been given a valid notice of 
dismissal by the May 15, 1967, 
deadline. 


WARD, JOINED by the Fre- 
nont Federation of Teachers, 
VFL-CIO, of which he was a 
nember, 
sued 
in 
Alameda 
bounty Superior Court for a 
vrit of mandate, claiming his 
•ights were denied because he 
nas not given the opportunity 
o cross-examine witnesses at 
be May 15 board meeting. On 
July 12, the court granted the 
,vrit. 
At its next meeting. July 26, 
the board rescinded the May 
15 action which the court had 
found illegal, then voted to dis­ 
regard the hearing officer’s 
recommendation. It called for 
written argument why Ward 
should not be dismissed to be 
presented by Aug. 9. None was 
presented. 
On Aug. 9, the board dis- 


“As the judgment must be 
reversed for the board’s fail­ 
ure to give notice by May 15 
as required by the statutes, it 
is not necessary to discuss the 
remaining contentions on ap­ 
peal,” said the decision. 
The appeal court did not 
c o n s i d e r whether the case 
against Ward had been proved, 
as the trial judge held it had. 
Ward had been notifed on May 
15 — the deadline date. But be­ 
cause that notice had been in­ 
validated by a court writ of 
mandate, the school board was 
precluded f r o m dismissing 
him.

Dangers Of Diebetic Marriage 


Still Not Entirely Undersood 


There is some concern that teen-agers 
meeting in d i a b e t i c camps may boost 
double-diabetic marriages. (The same can be 
said of meeting places for people with other 
hereditary diseases.) 
But, as the late Dr. Elliot P. Joslin said, 
“There are many individuals one meets on 
the street who are far less desirable to 
choose for fathers and mothers than diabet­ 
ics.” 
A predisposition to diabetes is passed from 
one generation to the next, but the exact mo­ 
dus operandi is not known. 


GENETICISTS BELIEVE dia­ 


betes is due to a recessive trait 
but we are not sure whether one 
or several genes are involved. 
In addition, are the genetic fac­ 
tors that produce juvenile diabe­ 
tes different from those that 
cause the late (adult) variety? 
For years, physicians have 
advised the person with diabe­ 
tes not to marry a diabetic but. 
if he should, not to have chil­ 
dren. The inference was clear: 
All offspring would develop dia­ 
betes. But the medicos neglect­ 
ed to mention that all would de­ 
velop diabetes — if they lived 
long enough. There is no doubt 
that some of the offspring of di­ 
abetic marriages wiir develop 
the disease at an earlier age, 
when it is most serious. 


STATISTICIANS, HOWEVER, 
have confused the picture con­ 
siderably. They reason that if 
two diabetics marry, there are 
only half as many marriages in- 
. volving those with the disease. 
In these circumstances, if the 
> risk of developing the disease is 
not 
more 
than 
doubled, 
the 
number of diabetics will not be 
increased. 
A Canadian study showed that 
it was not doubled, hence there 
was no need to discourage two 
diabetics from marrying. 


THIS 
SITUATION

common than we realize be­ 
cause many couples have chil­ 
dren before they develop diabe­ 
tes. And herein lies the problem

Mink, Rabbit 
Yes, But Not 
Leopard Coats 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
group of socially prominent Bay 
Area women has announced a 
boycott of fur coats made from 
the pelts of wild foxes, leopards, 
cheetahs and other animals fac­ 
ing extinction. 
Leopard, sealskin and other 
exotic furs will no longer be 
purchased by Mrs. John Fell 
Stevenson and a group of the 
Bay Area’s fashion set, they de­ 
clared yesterday. 
The daughter-in-law of the 
late Adial Stevenson said at a 
n a w s conference boycotters 
would continue wearing less ex­ 
otic mink, rabbit and other do­ 
mestically cultivated species. 
Another member of the Bay 
Area group, Mrs. W i l l i a m 
Hamm, said support would be 
welcome from Jacqueline Ken­ 
nedy O n a s s i s, whom Mrs. 
Hamm described as a world 
fashion leader. 
“I doubt that she would be in­ 
terested/’ Mrs. Hamm said, 
however. “She buys six or seven 
or eight fur coats a season.” 
Mrs. Stevenson commented: “It 
cannot be said there is more 
warmth in a cheetah coat than 
in a wool one. And, is it that 
much more enticing to look at?” 
The boycott, sponsored by the 
Friends of the Earth comerva- 
tion group, haa secured written 
pledges of 35 women, including 
the wives of author Bamaby 
Conrad and William M. Roth, 
former U.S. trade negotiator. 
Mrs. S t e v e n s o n and Mrs. 
Hamm, wife of a prominent 
businessman, said many of the 
world’s fur-bearing animals are 
being wiped out due to a world­ 
wide demand for their skins. 
Signers of the boycott pledge 
have agreed not to purchase the 
skin, pelts or feathers of ani­ 
mals or birds endangered by ex­ 
tinction, p a r t i c u l a r l y by 
poachers in African game re­ 
serves motivated by attractive 
prices on the high-fashion mar­ 
ket. 
“I for one,” Mrs. Stevenson 
said, “want my children to see 
these animals in their natural 
habitat, not only on peoples’ 
walls, floors and backs.”

The group nevertheless fol­ 
lowed other, somewhat more 
venerable conference delegates 
with a presentation of its own.

abortion.

An integrated rapid transit 
system free to all users. 
Development of new lowemis- • 
sion engines for autos.

“We don’t care who takes the 


action to get something done,” 
said Salzgerber. “This is a 
problem that must be solved 
if we are to survive.”

L. W. Lane, publisher of Sun­ 
set Magazine, called for more 
cooperation from business in the 
field of water pollution prob­ 
lems. “We need more research 
and more cooperation from rich 
companies,” he said.

Prof. John Yudkin of Queen 
Elizabeth College, the Universi­ 
ty 
of 
London, 
has 
long 
contended that the fatty sub­ 
stance 
cholesterol 
is 
less 
implicated in heart and arterial 
disease than refined sugar. 
“We 
don’t 
say 
it’s 
only 
sugar,” Dr. Yudkin said in an 
interview. “But of all the things 
concerned everything points to 
sugar. 
“Animal 
fat 
has 
been 
a 
constituent 
of our 
diet 
over 
millions of years. If this gave 
us coronary thrombosis, if we 
were dropping off at 40 because 
we were eating the way Nature 
intended us to, we would have 
been killed off before now. 
“ But 
we’ve 
only 
recently 
begun to eat sugar and it’s 15- 
20 per cent of the diet in well- 
off countries.” 
Both the cholesterol 
school 
and the followers of Dr. Yudkin 
agree that an important factor 
in 
coronary-artery 
complica­ 


tions 
arising

substance would be the way 
modern living has changed our 
lives — more sedentary, ci­ 
garette-addicted and under the 
social and economic pressures 
lumped as “the rat race.” 
“It looks as if some people 
are susceptible to eating sugar 
and some are not,” Dr. Yudkin 
said. 
“The 
susceptible 
ones 
show a rise in insulin after 
eating sugar. For the past few 
years s e v e r a l 
independent 
workers have shown that this 
rise in insulin might be the 
most 
important 
thing 
that 
happens 
in 
coronary 
throm 
basis. 
“ What 
we 
are 
suggesting 
therefore is that about one in 
t h r e e 
or 
f o u r 
m e n 
i s 
susceptible to the things that 
could 
cause 
coronaries—over­ 
weight, 
smoking 
and 
sugar 
among them We may be able 
to discover this susceptibility at 
about the age of 20 by making 
young men eat a lot of sugar. If 
their insulin level goes up we 
can warn them not to smoke, to 
put on weight, to exercise and 
to stay away from sugar. 
“This is the first time we 
could have a test for coronary 
susceptibility, a predictive test.”
